POLI CY, ADM NI STRATI ON AND ENFORCEMENT

ARTI CLE 1: GENERAL PROVI SI ONS

Title. This Code shall be known and referred to
as the Johnson County Environnmental Sanitary

Code, 2004 Edition.

Legal Authority. This Code is adopted under

authority granted to the Board of County

Commi ssioners under application of Federa

and the Laws of the State of Kansas, including
K.S.A 19-3701 et seq., as anended, and pursuant
to the powers and authorities of the Board of

County Commi ssioners under K. S. A 19-101a;

Sec. 5 of Article 12 of the Kansas Constitution
and by K S. A 12-3301 et seq., if adopted by any

city.

Fi ndi ngs and Decl arati on of Policy.
fundanental duty of every government is
protection of the health and safety of

citizens and to thereby pronote the public
wel f are. Consequently, the Board of County

Comm ssi oner s her eby finds, det er m nes

declares that it is necessary to adopt a uniform

system of rules, regulations and standards

elimnate and prevent environnental conditions
that are or my be hazardous to the public
heal th, safety and welfare and to thereby pronote

the safe, economcal and orderly devel opnent
conservation of the land and resources of
County.

Pur pose. The purpose of this Code is:

(a) To promote the public health, safety,

confort and well-being of the public; and

(b) To prescribe the procedures to be followed
in adm nistering this Code; and

(c) To prescribe rules, regulations, standards
and enforcenment procedures to mninmze,
control, or elinmnate potential or actual
sources or causes of disease, infection,
contam nation or pollution, whether in food,
solid waste, sewage, air, water or other
medi a; and

(d) to protect the integrity of water, air,
soi |, and natural resour ces, i ncl udi ng
aquatic biota, flora, fauna, and wldlife
through the prevention of pollution and
degradati on of the environnment by regulation
of activities which may affect environnental
condi ti ons.

Jurisdiction and Application. This Code and al
authorized rules, regulations, restrictions and
requi renents shall apply from and after the
effective date of adoption, to and throughout the
uni ncorporated area of Johnson County, Kansas,
including all land which is or in the future
becomes under the jurisdiction of the Board of
County Comm ssioners by operation of law or
action of the state or federal governnments (e.g.
the Sunflower Arny Ammunition Plant), and to al
persons, property, establishnents and business
activities located or conducted, regardless of
ownership and acreage, wthin Johnson County,
Kansas and outside the nunicipal boundaries of
any city; except that the provisions of Chapter 2
(Sewage Treatnent) shall not apply to any
prem ses which exceeds seventy-five (75) acres in
size, which is under one ownership, and which is
used exclusively for agricultural purposes.

Applicability within Cty Boundaries. Thi s Code
and any or all of the authorized rules,
regul ations, restrictions and requirenents shal

apply within and throughout any city in Johnson
County, Kansas and to all persons, property,
establ i shnents and business activities |ocated or

conducted within the nunicipal boundaries of any
city from and after the effective date of
adoption of this Code, by appropriate ordi nance,
by the governing body of the Cty.

Public Health Jurisdiction and Application. This
Code and any or al | rul es, regul ati ons,
restrictions and requirements shall apply to and
t hroughout all areas of Johnson County, Kansas,
i ncl udi ng t hose ar eas | ocat ed W thin t he
muni ci pal boundaries of any city, whenever
aut horized or required under application of the
Laws of the State of Kansas or of the United
States, whether by statute, contract, rule or
regul ation, or pursuant to the jurisdiction of
t he Johnson County Board of Health.

Severability. If any clause, sentence, paragraph,
section or subsection of this Code shall be
adj udged invalid for any reason whatsoever, such
judgnment shall not affect, repeal or invalidate
the remainder thereof, but shall be confined to
the clause, sentence, paragraph, section or
subsection thereof found to be invalid.

Disclainer of Liability. This Code shall not be
construed or interpreted as inposing upon the
County, or any city which adopts this Code, or
its officials or enployees: (1) any liability or
responsibility for danages to any property; or
(2) any warranty that any installation, system

or portion thereof that is constructed or
repaired under permts or inspections required by
this Code wll function properly. In addition,

any enpl oyee charged with the enforcenment of this
Code, who acts in good faith and without malice
in the discharge of his or her duties, shall not
thereby be personally liable and is hereby
relieved from personal liability for danage which
may occur to any person or property as a result
of the discharge of his or her duties.

Anendnents and Additions. This Code nmay be
suppl enented or its provisions nmay be anended by
Resolution adopted by the Board of County
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Section 11.

Comm ssioners, after notice and hearing, as
required by law, and any such anendnments or
additions shall be incorporated wthin and
codified as a part of this Code. Any changes

nodi fications or additional provisions adopted
and inposed by State or Federal law, rule or
regul ation whi ch are appl i cabl e to and
adm ni stered through the jurisdiction of Johnson
County, Kansas, shall be incorporated within and
made a part of this Code, with or without notice
and hearing, as authorized or required by State
or Federal |aw.

Repeal and Supersede Effect. This Code shall
super sede any and al | previously adopt ed
Resol utions or regulations, which are, in whole
or in part, in conflict with any provision of

this Code, where applicable, and any rule,
regulation or resolution which is or was in
ef fect upon the effective date of this Code shal
be repealed to the extent necessary to give this
Code full force and effect, and in the case of
any conflict of provisions, whether real or
apparent, then the provisions of this Code shal
govern wherever applicable.

Effective Date. This Code shall beconme effective
from and after the date of adoption by the Board
of County Comm ssioners, or other appropriate
jurisdiction, and publication of notice as
requi red by | aw.

ARTI CLE 2: ADM NI STRATI ON

Adm ni stering Aut hority. Unl ess ot herw se
specifically designated within a separate and
particular Chapter or Article of this Code, the
Director of the Johnson County Environnental
Departnment, and/or his designees, shall have the
primary authority and responsibility for the
adm ni stration of this Code.

Under the authority of any particular Chapter or
Article of this Code, the Director of the Johnson
County Environnental Departnment may inplenent
such admnistrative procedures, consistent wth
this Code, as he deens necessary for the
effective admnistration of any regulations or
whi ch may be required or i nposed under
application of the laws of the State of Kansas or
the United States.

The Board of County Conmi ssioners, or appropriate
authority of any city which adopts this Code, may
desi gnate code enforcenent officers who shall be
responsi ble for the enforcenent of all provisions
of this Code in coordination with the Director of
the Johnson County Environnental Departnent or
hi s desi gnees.

Adm ni strative Actions and Deci sions. It is the
intent of this Code to establish regul ations and
standards for the protection of the public health
and safety. To the extent possible, al
adm ni strative actions and decisions required or
authorized for the admnistration of this Code
shall be made solely in accordance wth the
standards enunerated in the Code. Whenever, in
the course of admnistration, it is necessary to
make an administrative decision or take action
for which standards are not provided, then the
deci sion or action shall be nade according to the
purpose and intent of this Code so that the
result wll best serve the public health and
safety.

Interpretation of Terns or Wrds. Al terms and
words used in this Code shall be interpreted and
gi ven meani ng accor di ng to their common

under st andi ng and to provi de reasonabl e

application of the purpose and intent of the

Code. Whenever the context requires, in the

application of this Code, the ternms and phrases

used shall be interpreted in the follow ng
manner :

A. Wrds appearing in the singular nunber shall
include the plural, and those appearing in
the plural shall include the singular

B. Wrds wused in the present tense shal
i ncl ude the past tense and future tense, and
words used in the future tense shall include

the present tense and past tense.

C. Wrds appearing in the masculine gender
shal | include the femnine and neuter
genders.

D. The word "shall" 1is mandatory; the word

"may" is perm ssive.

E. The phrase "this Code" shall refer to the
Code and all authorized rules, regulations,

restrictions and requirenents, and the
phrase "the regulations” shal | i ncl ude
rul es, regul ati ons, restrictions and

requi rements aut horized by the Code.

Definitions. The followng words, terns and
phrases appear in nmore than me Chapter of this
Code and, thus, have general application and
usage. Wirds, terns, and phrases appropriate or
applicable to specific Chapters within this Code
are defined, where necessary, within those
Chapt er s. Unl ess the context requires or
specifies otherwise, the following words, terns
or phrases, as used in this Code, shall be given
t he neaning defined in this Section.
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Access: Entry into or upon any real estate,
structure or vehicle including any part
t her eof .

Adm ni stering Agency: The agency or official
designated in any of the Chapters contained
in this Code to adm nister the provisions of
t hat Chapter or any Section therein.

Adm ni strative Rules: Any regul ati on adopted
by an adm ni stering agency, which the agency
determines to be necessary and appropriate
to enable it to fulfill its duties and
responsibilities under this Code.

Agricultural Purpose: A land use related to

the production of livestock or crops,
including growing crops or pasture and
functions I mredi ately and necessarily
rel ated t her et o, and t he f eedi ng of

livestock by the resident on the |and, but
does not include any structure used as a
dwelling or the sewage treatnent system
servicing such dwelling.

Appl i cant : Any person who submits an
application or requests permssion to do
some act regulated by this Code.

Application: The application form provided
by an adm nistering agency, including the
filing fee and any ot her supporting
docunents required by the agency.

Aut hori zed Representative: A person who is
designated by an admnistering agency to
adm ni ster the provisions of this Code or
any Chapter therein.

Board of Health: The Board of County
Commi ssi oners acting as the Board of Health.

Board of County Conmi ssioners: The Board of
County Commi ssioners of Johnson County,
Kansas.
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Class V. \Well: Those wells defined in the
Federal Underground Injection Control (U Q)
program as Class V [40 C.F.R 146.5] and
regul ated by the Kansas Departnent of Health
and Environnent.

County: Johnson County, Kansas.

Donesti ¢ Sewage: Sewage which is normally
characterized as and IS simlar to
residential wastewater, not commercial or
industrial activity, and which originates
primarily from kitchen, bathroom and | aundry
sour ces, i ncl udi ng wast e from f ood
preparation, dishwashing, garbage grinding,
toilets, baths, showers and sinks of a
residential dwelling.

Ef fl uent: The |iquid waste discharged from
a sewage treatnent system

Est abl i shnent: Any structure or self-
contained unit therein, including single and
multiple famly dwellings, comrercial and
i ndustrial buildings, schools, churches, and
public institutions.

Fl ood Pl ai n: Land that may be subnerged by
flood waters, but is not normally subnerged.

Ground Water Tabl e: The wupper surface of
ground water in the zone of saturation of a
geol ogi ¢ formation.

Health Oficer: The legally appointed
Health O ficer of Johnson County, appointed
in accordance with K S. A 65-201 or his duly
aut hori zed representative.

Hearing Oficer: Any person designated in
this Code, or by an adm nistering agency, to
hear appeals from decisions nmde by an
agency representative rel ati ng to t he
enforcenent and adm nistration of this Code.

| ndustri al and Conmerci al WAst es: Any
wastes produced as a by-product of any
i ndustrial or conmercial process or opera-
tion, other than domestic sewage.

| ndustrial and Commercial On-Site WAstewater
System

Class A Used for or designated as having
the potential for the use or discharge of
i ndustrial or commrercial waste, or a Class V
wel | used exclusively for donestic waste
which serves twenty (20) or nore fulltine
equi val ents per day. A fulltinme equival ent
isS a person who occupies a building during a
24-hour day.

Cl ass B: Used solely for donestic waste
| ocated at a commercial or industrial site,

and determ ned not to have potential for the
di scharge of industrial or comrercial waste.

Law | ncl udes Federal, St at e, and | ocal
statutes, or di nances, regul ati ons and
resol uti ons.

Permt: The witten permssion to perform
sone act regulated by this Code, including
for exanple, permssion to construct or
perm ssion to operate.

Per son: An i ndi vi dual corporation
part ner shi p, associ ati on, st at e, or
political subdi vi si on t her eof f edera
agency, state agency, muni ci pality,
comm ssion, or interstate body or other
| egal entity.

Poi nt Source: Any discernible, confined and
di screte conveyance, i ncluding but not
limted to any pipe, ditch, channel, tunnel,
conduit, well, discrete fissure, container,

rolling stock, concentrated aninmal feeding
operation, or vessel or other floating
craft, from which pollutants are or may be
di schar ged.

Pol | uti on: Any induced alteration of the

physi cal , chem cal , bi ol ogi cal , and
radi ol ogical integrity of water, air, soil
(bot h surface and subsurface), or

contanmi nation of food or foodstuffs.

Premises: Any lot or tract of land and al
bui | di ngs, structures or facilities |ocated
t her eon.

Privy: A biological conposting facility
used for the disposal of human excreta.

Sanitary Sewage System Any system of
pi pes, tanks, conduits, structures or other
devices for the collection, transportation,
storage, treatnent and di sposal of sewage.

Schedul e of Conpli ance: A schedul e of
remedi al nmeasures and tines including an
enf or ceabl e sequence of actions or

operations leading to conpliance wth any
regulation or limtation.

Sewage: A conbination of liquid wastes
which may include chem cals, house wastes,
| aundry wastes, human excreta, aninmal or
vegetable matter in suspension or solution

and other solids in suspension or solution,
which is discharged from a dwelling,
bui | di ng, or other establishnent.

Sewer District: Any qguasi - muni ci pa
corporation duly forned, aut horized and
enpowered to plan, construct and operate a
public sewer system

Subdi vi si on: Any | and, vacant or inproved,
which is divided or proposed to be divided
into two (2) or nore lots, parcels, sites,
units, plots or interests for the purpose of
offer, sale, |ease or devel opnent, either on
the installnment plan or upon any and all
other plans, ternms and conditions, including
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Section 5.

di vision or development of residential and
nonresi dential zoned |and, whether by deed,
netes and bounds description, map, plat or
ot her recorded instrunent.

GG \Vastewater: Liquid or water carrying
pol | utants or wat er cont am nant s from
i ndustrial, nunicipal, agricultural or other
sour ces.

Technical and Scientific Ternms. Unless otherw se
defined, any technical or scientific term used
wthin this Code or within any rule, regulation,
restriction or requirenent shall be given the
meani ng nost commonly known and applied wthin
the appropriate literature or manuals applicable
for that science, I ndustry or technol ogi ca
skill.

Vested Interests. Nothing contained in this Code
or any regqgulations shall be deemed or construed
to grant any vested interest or protected right
to any person beyond the express limted terns of
any permt or ruling issued under this Code, and
the Code and regulations are expressly declared
to be subj ect to anmendnent , change, or
nodi fication.

Conpatibility with other Laws. Nothing contained
in this Code or any regulations shall be deened
to alter or nodify the application of any other
| aws, codes or regulations which are or may be
applicable to the property, use, busi ness
activity or other object or nmatter regulated
under this Code, and any permt, approval or
other condition given or acknow edged under this

Code shall be Iimted in effect to the
requirements of this Code and shall not, wunder
any circunstances, relieve the holder from

conpliance wth all other applicable | aws, codes,
regul ati ons or requirenents.

ARTI CLE 3: PERM TS AND LI CENSES

Permts and Licenses Required. No person shal
conduct, <carry-on or perform any business or
activity identified in this Section w thout first
having obtained a valid permt in conformance
with the requirenments of this Code.

A. Private Sewage Treatnent System

1. Installation: Every person who installs,
removes, alters, repairs or replaces or
causes to be installed, renoved, altered,
repaired or replaced any private sewage
treatment system or part thereof shall,
prior to comrencenent of any work, apply
for and obtain an installation permt to
perform such work, and no private sewage
t r eat nent system shall be installed,
renmoved, altered, repaired or replaced
except pursuant to an installation permt
i ssued under this Article.

2. Use: Every person who purchases or
ot herwi se acquires a possessory interest
of owner shi p in any r eal property
connected to or served by a private sewage
treatnent system shall, within sixty (60)
days of the purchase or acquisition, apply
for a use permt. Such systens shall be
subject to inspection by the adm nistering
agency as part of the permtting process.

B. Installer: Every person who conducts the
activity of an Installer as defined in
Chapter 1l of this Code, shall apply for,

obtain and maintain a valid operator's
license to performthat activity.

C. Desi gner: Every person who conducts the
activity of a Designer, as defined 1in
Chapter 11 of this Code, shall apply for,
obtain and mintain a wvalid license to

perform that activity; provided, however,
that any person |icensed under this Code as
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an Installer shall be deemed a |Iicensed
desi gner for t he desi gn of t hose
conventional and shallowin-ground systens
whi ch are punped or gravity-fed, as
determ ned by the adm ni stering agency.

Sanitary Disposal Contractor: Every person
who engages in or conducts the activity of a
Sanitary Disposal Contractor, as defined in
Chapter Il of this Code, shall apply for,
obtain, and mintain a valid operator's
license to performthat activity.

Swi mm ng Pool : The operator of any public
or sem -public swi nmmng pool, spa pool, or
public bathing place, as defined in Chapter
1l of this Code, shall apply for, obtain
and maintain a valid operating permt. The
permt nust be posted in a conspicuous place
on the prem ses.

I ndustrial or Commercial On-Site Wastewater
System - Operati on:

1. Every property owner or ot her
responsi ble agent or person who has
installed for wuse or who uses and
operates an industrial or comercial
on-site wastewater system shall, prior
to its wuse, apply for and obtain a
valid operations permt for the system
No industrial or commercial on-site
wast ewat er system shall be installed,
used, operated, altered, replaced or
repaired except pursuant to a permt
i ssued under this Article and pursuant
to the requirenments of Chapter 11 of
t hi s Code.

2. Any underground hol ding tank and C ass
V well shall conmply with and satisfy
all requirements and regul ati ons now or
her eafter adopt ed by t he Kansas
Departnent of Health and Environnent.

3. Di scharge of industrial or comrercial
waste to a sewage treatnent system is
pr ohi bi t ed. Any such system in effect
at the tinme of passage of this Code
shal | cease and desist imedi ately.

I ndustrial or Commercial On-Site WAstewater
System - Annual | nspection: Every property
owner or other responsible agent or person
who has installed for use or who uses and
operates any industrial or comrercial on-
site wastewater system shall apply for and
obtain an annual renewal of the operation
permt. Such systens shall be subject to
i nspections, at |east once a year, as part
of the permtting process.

cation Forns and Procedures.

A.

Cont ent : Application for a permt or
license shall be made on forns provided for
that purpose. The application shall give a
description of the character of the work
proposed to be done, or activity to be

engaged in, and, if appropriate, t he
| ocations, ownership, occupancy, and use of
the premises in connection therewth. The

adm ni stering agency mmy require plans,
specifications or drawngs and such other
i nformati on as deened necessary.

Fi ling: An application for any permt or
license required under this Code shall be
filed with the Director of the Johnson
County Environnental Departnent, or such
ot her administering agency as the Director
may desi gnate or acknow edge.

Verification: An application for a permt
must be signed by the person for whose
benefit the permt is being requested or his
or her authorized representative. The
adm ni stering agency may require proof of
such aut hori zati on.
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Section 4.

D. Conpl i ance: The appl i cant shal | be
responsible for conpliance with the permt
requirenments as further set out in this
Code. Only a person who conplies with the
requirements of this Code shall be entitled
to receive or retain a permt or |icense.

Perm t | ssuance; | nvesti gati ons. | f t he
adm ni stering agency det erm nes t hat t he
application conplies with the requirenents of
this Code, a permt shall be issued.

In making its determ nation on whether to issue a
permt the admnistering agency may perform an
inspection to determne conpliance wth this
Code.

Wthin five (5) days, Saturdays, Sundays and

hol i days except ed, after recei pt of an
application for a permt, the admnistering
agency shall begin such investigations and
i nspections as it shall deem necessary to deter-
m ne whether the permt or |I|icense should be
i ssued or denied, and shall issue or deny the
permt or license within thirty (30) days of
recei pt of the application. If the application

is denied, the agency shall give the applicant
written reason for denial.

It shall be the duty of the person perform ng the
work authorized by a permt to notify the
adm ni stering agency when work is ready for any
requi red inspection. Such notification shall be
given not |ess than eight hours before the work
is to be inspected.

Permit conditions. Every permt and |I|icense
i ssued under this Code shall be subject to the
terms and conditions specified in this Section.
The adm nistering agency may include conditions
in any permt or |icense as needed to neet the
specific requirenments and general purpose of this
Code.
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Ri ght of Access: Application for, and
acceptance of, any pernit issued under this
Code shall grant to any inspector, code or
| aw enf or cenent of ficer, and any
representative of the admnistering agency
the right to enter upon any property subject
to the permt, at any reasonable tinme during
standard business hours, wth or wthout
notice, for the purpose of inspection to
determ ne and ensure qualifications for and
conpliance with the permt, and shall allow
for reasonable access to and review of
records, property or ot her mat eri al s
necessary to performthe inspection.

Aut hori zed Activity: Each permt or |icense
i ssued under the authority of this Code
shall be limted to and expressly provide
for the type and rmanner  of activity
permtted for the holder and shall not be
used nor applied for any other purpose, type
or manner of activity. The permt or
license issued shall specifically refer to
the activity description contained wthin

the permt or license application, and any
change in the type, manner, scope or
| ocation of any activity shall require

application for and nodification of the
permt or license.

Permit Non-transferable: No permt or
license required by this Code shall be
transferable to another person or preni ses,
and the holder of the permt or |I|icense
shall notify the adm nistering agency prior
to any change in ownership or |ocation of
any permtted or |icensed activity.

Term Expiration: Each permt or |icense
issued wunder the authority of this Code
shall clearly state the date of issuance,
the term of the permt or license, and the

expiration date, if applicable. Except for
private sewage t reat ment system use
permts, the term of each permt or |icense
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i ssued under this Code shall be for a period
not to exceed one (1) vyear unless the
Director of the Johnson County Environnental
Departnment determ nes, for cause shown, that
the permt or license should be issued for a

period of time other than one (1) year; in
which case, the D rector nmay designate a
| esser tinme when the activity can or will be

fully conpleted within the shorter period,
or may designate a greater tine, but in no
event nore than three (3) years, subject to
annual review and paynent of any required
fee, where the activity is reasonably known
or contenplated for continuation beyond one
year. The term of each private sewage
treatment system use permt shall be for a
period consisting of the tine that the
system is owned by the permt holder and
operated in conpliance with this Code. The
use permt shall expire upon the transfer of
the property to any other owner.

Renewal : Any permt or |icense issued under
the authority of this Code may be renewed
for one or nore additional ternms upon
application for renewal filed wth the
Director of the Environnental Departnent on
a form authorized for that purpose. No
permt or license which has been expired for
nmore than thirty (30) days or which is
subject to revocation, for any reason, nay
be renewed, and such permits or |icenses nay
be reissued only wupon the filing of a
conplete application for a new permt or
license.

Errors and Om ssions: The issuance of a
permt or |Iicense shall not prevent the
adm ni stering agency from thereafter requir-
ing the correction of errors in plans and
speci fications or from preventing
construction activity being carried on
t hereunder when such activity would be in
violation of this code or of any other code

or resolution or fromrevoking any permt or
| icense when issued in error.

The Director of the Environmental Departnent
may, in witing, suspend or revoke a permt
i ssued under provisions of this Code whenev-
er the permt is issued in error or on the
basis of incorrect information provided by
t he applicant.

St andard Fees. For the purpose of defraying all
or part of the cost of admnistration of this
Code and to assist in the regulation of matters
affecting the public health, there shall be and
hereby is inposed a standard fee for and upon the
i ssuance and administration of any permt or
i cense under this Code.

A. Fee Schedul e: From and after the effective
date of this Code, the follow ng schedul e of
fees shall be assessed and collected for
each permtted or i censed activity,
est abl i shment or person.

Multiple Uses or Services: \Wenever any
person conducts nore than one activity or
whenever nore than one activity is conducted
at a single property or establishment, then
the fee inposed under the schedule for each
separate permtted or licensed activity
shal | be assessed and paid as required.

Fee Reducti ons:

1. A private sewage t reat ment system
recording fee may be paid in lieu of a use
permt fee whenever the admnistering
agency conduct ed a property resal e
courtesy inspection |less than one hundred
twenty (120) days prior to submttal of a
use permt application pertaining to the
sane real property. The fee to apply for
an installation or structurally
signi ficant alteration permt may  be
reduced by the amount of any fee already
paid for a courtesy inspection or use
permt whenever the adm nistering agency
requires t hat an I nstallation or
structurally significant alteration permt
is needed to correct violations of this
Code discovered during a courtesy or use
permt inspection conducted at the sane

2. Notwi thstanding any other provision of
this Code to the contrary, if any, the
swinm ng pool program annual fee for
cal endar year 2004 shall be assessed in
the anmount of $200. 00, rather than
$250. 00.

Fee Paynent: The fee inposed under this
Code shall be paid by the applicant prior to
the issuance of any pernmt or |icense
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aut hori zed by the Code and all annual fees
shall be paid prior to the anniversary or
expiration date of any permt or |icense.

Failure to Pay: Failure to pay any fee
inposed by this Code my be cause for
suspension or revocation of any permt or
i cense.

Doubl e Fee for Unauthorized Practices: Any
person who shall comrence any activity for
which a permt is required by this Code
without first having obtained the permt
shall, if subsequently permtted to obtain a
permt, pay double the permt fee fixed by
this section for such activity, provided,
however, that this provision shall not apply
to enmergency work when such work was
urgently necessary to protect public health
and safety and it was not practical to
obtain a permt before comencenent of such
energency work. In all such cases, a permt
must be obtained as soon as possible after
the performance of such work, and if there
is a delay of nore than three working days
in obtaining such permt, a double fee as
herei n provi ded shall be charged.

Adjustnents to Fee Schedul e: The fees
i nposed under this Code may be adjusted or
changed by Resolution adopted by the Board
of County Conm ssioners, after publication
notice and hearing, and upon adoption, the
adj usted fees shall be appended to this Code
and shall supersede the fee schedule
established in this Section. I n addition,
the Director of the Environnental Departnent
may adjust or change the fees established
under this Code, by an anpbunt not exceedi ng
ten percent (10% of the then published fee
schedul e, annually, wthout the requirenent
for a Resolution of the Board, by filing
with the Board a proposed adjustment of the
fee schedule and publication of a notice in
the official county newspaper of the intent

Suppl enental to State Reqgul ations. The permts
or i censes, and all f ees, conditions and
regul ations inposed under this Article or any
other Article of this Code shall be suppl enenta
to and in addition to any permits, |licenses, fees
or regulations inposed or required by any other
[ aw, including those adm nistered by the Kansas
State Departnent of Health and Environnent.

Adm nistration of State Requirenents. In the
event that any rules, regulations or requirenents
arising under the Laws of the State of Kansas are
assuned or adm nistered through the jurisdiction
of the Board of County Comm ssioners by the
Johnson County Environnental Departnent acting
under any |awful executive or admnistrative
order or pursuant to a contract agreenent,
whereby the jurisdiction of any state authority
is delegated to or admnistered by the Johnson
County Environnental Departnent, then any permit

or license issued or issuable by the State
authority shall apply and shall satisfy the
permt or l|icense requirenents inposed by this

Article subject to the following conditions and
exceptions:

A Permit or License Fees: The permt or
license fees inposed by this Article,
Section 5, shall apply and be required for
paynent if greater than or equal to any
state inposed fees. The state-inposed fee
shall apply whenever it is greater, but only
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one fee shall be inposed and required for
paynent .

Conflict in Regulations or Requirenents:
Al rules, regulations, restrictions, and
requi rements of this Code shall remain in

effect and shall apply to any activity or
condition covered by this Code except when
in direct conflict with a provision of the
state rules or regulations, in which case
the state- inposed rule or regulation shall
apply. Terms and conditions, rul es,
requi renents, regul ations or limtations
which are supplenental to those inposed by
the state and which are not specifically or
expressly excluded or prohibited shall not
be considered conflicting and shall be
i nposed and in effect.

Addi ti onal Reqgul ati ons: Rul es, regul ati ons,

and requirenents applicable to any conduct,

activity, condition or standard which is not
expressly regulated by the state |aw
operation but which is regulated by this
Code, shall be and remain in full force and
effect as specifically applied under this
Code for and within Johnson County, Kansas.

Construction Activity: Whenever plans and
specifications are required by this Code to
be submitted to an adm nistering agency as
part of a permt application, the agency
shall inspect the premses prior to the
start of operations to determ ne conpliance
with the approved plans and specifications
and with any other requirenents of this
Code.

Private Sewage Treatnment Systens: All
private sewage treatment systems nmay be
inspected as often as necessary to determ ne
conpliance with this Code.

1. New Private Sewage Treat nment Syst ens:
Private sewage treatnment systens shall be
i nspected by the Environnmental Departnent
prior to being placed in operation to
determ ne conpliance with this Code.

2. Private Sewage Treatnent Systens That
Change Omer shi p: Private sewage
treatment systens shall be inspected by
t he Environnental Departnment prior to
issuing a use permt to a property owner
to determ ne conpliance with this Code. A
property resal e courtesy i nspection
performed under authority of this Code and
conducted no nore than one hundred twenty
(120) days prior to submttal of the use
permt application may satisfy this
requirenent.

| ndustri al / Commer ci al On-Site Wast ewat er
Systens: Each industrial or comrercial on-
site wast ewat er system whet her now
installed or hereafter permtted, shall be

inspected at |east once annually to ensure
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conpliance with this Code, and shall be
subj ect to annual renewal, upon inspection,
of the operations permt.

D. Repairs and Repl acenents: Any repl acenent
of or repair to a private sewage treatnent
system regulated by this Code, other than
nor mal mai nt enance, which constitutes a
structurally significant alteration shall be
i nspect ed prior to undert aki ng and
conpleting the repairs and repl acenents.

E. M nor Repairs and Energencies: Al  mnor
repairs, as defined in Chapter Il of this
Code, require inspections. M nor repairs

which are conducted during normal business
hour s require pre-notification to t he
Johnson County  Environnental Depart nent .
Enmergency repairs conducted during evening
hours or on the weekend require notification
to the Departnment within 24 hours.

F. Swi mming Pool s: Swi nming pools shall be
inspected on a periodic basis during the
times and hours of established operation, as
deemed reasonable and necessary by the
Director of the Environnental Departnent.
The inspector shal | i nspect and have
reasonabl e access to the pool, equipnent,
and bath house facilities.

| nspecti on Reports. A written inspection report
shall be nmade for all inspections conducted under
the authority of this Code, stating the name of
the inspector, the date and tinme of the
i nspection, the type of inspection and the
property inspected. The report shall enunerate

all findings made during the inspection and shal
describe any determned violations, the Code
section violated, and the correction to be made.
A copy of the conpleted report shall be issued to
the owner of the prem ses and, if different than
the owner, to the holder of or applicant for the
permt. The report is a public docunent.
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Section 4.

| nspecti on Schedul i ng and Rei nspecti ons.
Whenever inspections are required under this Code
to be schedul ed for any instal |l ati on,
construction, initial activity, or wuse, or for
correction of any violation or other non-
conform ng condition, it shall be the duty of the
hol der of or applicant for the permt or |icense
or the operator of the establishment to tinely
notify the adm nistering agency and schedul e the
time and date for the inspection.

A reinspection fee may be assessed if the work
for which inspection is scheduled is not then
conplete or if the corrections required are not
then nmade and a subsequent i nspection is
required.

It shall be the duty of the property owner to
uncover and punp the septic or holding tank prior
to or at the tine of any property resale courtesy
or use permt i nspection conduct ed under
authority of this Code. The property owner shal
use a sanitary disposal contractor that holds a
valid license issued by the Environnental
Departnent to punp the septic or holding tank

Access and Right of Entry. The adm ni stering
agency shall have the right to nake inspections
of establishnents, prem ses, places and |ocali-
ties for the purpose of determning conpliance
with this Code. I nspections shall be done at a
reasonable tinme. The agency my exanine the
wat er usage records of any establishnent which
uses a private sewage treatnent system for
information pertaining to the amunt of water
used by the establishnent.

If the building, premses or establishnment to be
i nspected is occupied, the agency representative

shall first present proper identification and
request entry; if such building or prem ses be
unoccupi ed, he shall first nake a reasonable

effort to locate the owner, or other persons
having charge or control of the building or
prem ses, to request entry. If entry is refused,
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the agency shall have recourse to all renedies
provi ded by |law to secure entry.

The agency shall have reasonable access to the
business records of any person licensed to
perform any activity under this Code where the
records, daily 1logs, or other docunents are
reasonably necessary to determ ne conpliance with
the requirenments of this Code.

Property Resale Courtesy |nspections. Whenever
any property connected to, or served by, a
private sewage treatnment systemis offered for or
subject to a contract of sale, upon the request
of the property owner or contract buyer, the
adm nistering agency mmy provide a courtesy
i nspection, upon terns established by the
Director of the Johnson County Environnental
Departnment and subject to the fees provided in
this Code, to inspect and determ ne the condition
of the system Any inspection provided under
this section shall be perfornmed as a courtesy
only and shall not constitute nor be deened a
warranty, and neither the adm nistering agency
nor any ot her of ficial of the County or
muni ci pality shall be liable for any failures of
the systemor for other clains arising out of the
i nspection. Upon conpletion of the inspection, a
certificate shall be issued to the property owner
reporting the results, but issuance of the
certificate shall not relieve any person of
conpliance with the requirenents of this Code.
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ARTI CLE 5: ENFORCEMENT PROCEEDI NGS

Ener gency Or ders. The D rector of t he
Envi ronnent Departnent, or other authorized code
enforcenment officer or representative of the
adm ni stering agency, nmy issue such orders or
directives as he deens necessary upon a
determ nation that such action is required to
prevent, contain or el imnate an obvi ous
violation of this Code or an inmnent threat to
the health or safety of the public.

A Health Risk: Whenever a duly appointed
representative of an admnistering agency
determnes that a condition exists which
requires inmmediate action to protect public
health, he or she nmay, w thout prior notice
or hearing, issue an energency order stating
the nature of the threat to public health
and directing that action be taken as he may
deem necessary to elimnate or mnin ze such

condi tion. Not wi t hst andi ng any ot her
provi sions of this Code, such order shall be
effective imediately upon issuance and
shall be reduced to witing as soon as

practicabl e.

B. Wor k St oppage: Whenever any work is being
performed on a private sewage treatnent
system contrary to the provisions of this
Code, the admnistering agency represen-
tative nmay order the work stopped i mredi-
ately by 1issuing an energency order and
serving it on any persons engaged in the
doing or causing such work to be done, and
any such person shall forthwith stop such
work until authorized by the agency to
proceed with the work.

C. Conpliance: Any person to whom an energency
order is directed shall conply therewth
i mediately, but upon witten request filed
within five (5) days of issuance, shall be
afforded a hearing before a Hearing Oficer
as soon as possible. Such a hearing shal
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Section 3.

be held within ten (10) days of the issuance
of such emergency order

Suspensi on of Perm t or Li cense. The

adm ni stering agency nay suspend any permt or
license that it issues if the hol der thereof does
not conply with the requirenents of this Code.
The suspension shall becone effective 10 days
after the holder of the license or permt, or the
person in charge of such establishnent or
prem ses subject to the permt, receives witten
noti ce of such suspension. The hol der or other
aggrieved party may request a hearing in
accordance with Article 6 of this Chapter. After
a hearing, the hearing officer may uphold the
suspension as originally ordered or nodify it as
he sees fit, but in no event shall he enter an
order of suspension for a period |onger than that
set out in the original order. Both the original
order and any order entered after an appeal may
condi tion t he | ength of suspensi on upon
correction of the conditions wupon which the
suspensi on i s based.

Revocation of Permt or License. The adm ni s-
tering agency may revoke a permt or |icense for
serious or repeated violations of any of the re-
quirements of this Code or for interference with
the adm nistering agency in the performance of
its duties.

Prior to revocation, the admnistering agency
shall notify, in witing, the holder of the
license or permt, or the person in charge of the
establishment or prenm ses subject to the permt,
of the specific reason(s) for which the permt or
license is to be revoked and that the permt
shall be revoked at the end of the ten days
foll owi ng service of such notice unless a witten
request for hearing is filed with the regulatory
authority by the holder of the permit or |icense
within the 10-day peri od. If no request for
hearing is filed within the 10-day period, the
revocation of the permt becones final.
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Whenever a revocation of a license or permt has
beconme final, the holder of the revoked permt or
license may nmake witten application for a new
permt or |license and pay the fee required.

Abat enent of Nui sances. The adm ni stering agency
may maintain a civil action in injunction, in the
name of the Board of County Conmm ssioners of
Johnson County, or any municipality in which this

Code is applicable, to abate and enjoin a
nui sance.
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ARTI CLE 6: APPEALS

Appeal for Hearing. Except as otherw se provided
in Article 5 of this Chapter, any person ag-
grieved by any notice, final order, or denial of
a permt or license by an admnistering agency
may request a hearing on the matter before the
Hearing O ficer appointed by the adm nistering
agency if such person files wth the agency
within ten (10) days dter the date of issuance
of the notice, order, or denial a witten request
for a hearing setting forth the grounds on which
the request is made. The filing of the request
for hearing shall operate as a stay of any notice
or order except an energency order.

Hearing O ficer. Every adnministering agency
shal | desi gnat e, in witing, one or nor e
officials to act as that agency's hearing officer
to hear appeals under this Code. The officer may
be an enpl oyee of the agency but shall not be the
person who, in the nane of that agency, nade the
determ nation or issued the order upon which the
appeal is based.

Conduct of Hearing. Upon receipt of the appeal
request, the Hearing O ficer shall set a tinme and
place for a hearing, and shall give the
petitioner witten notice thereof. The hearing
shall be comrenced not later than ten (10) days
after the date on which the request for hearing
was filed; provided, that upon request of the
aggrieved party the hearing may be postponed for
a reasonable tinme beyond such ten-day period.

A record shall be nade at the hearing, and the
aggrieved party may be represented by counsel or
other authorized person. The adm nistering
agency shall have the burden to sustain any
notice, final order, or other decision subject to
t he appeal .

Decision. Wthin ten (10) days after the concl u-
sion of the appeal hearing, the hearing officer
shall issue a witten decision to the petitioning
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Section 6.

party. That decision nmay sustain, nodify or deny
t he deci sion of the agency.

Proceedi ngs of Hearings. A summary of al
proceedi ngs of hearings, including the findings
and the decision of the Hearing O ficer, together
with a copy of every notice and order related
thereto, shall be filed with the admnistering
agency.

Application of State Law Procedures. The appea

of any final decision or action of t he
adm nistering agency which is taken under the
authority of a state admnistrative agency in
application of the Laws of the State of Kansas
shall be subject to and conducted in accordance
with the Kansas Admnistrative Procedures Act,
K.S.A 77-501, et seq, and the provisions of that
Act shall supersede any and all tinme limtations
and procedures otherw se specified in this Code.

The Kansas Adm nistrative Procedures Act shal
not apply to any proceeding arising out of an
appeal from any decision or action taken solely
under the authority of the Board of County
Conm ssi oners or the governing body of any city.
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ARTI CLE 7: VI OLATI ONS AND PENALTI ES

Unl awf ul Conduct. The followi ng acts shall be

unl awf ul .

A

Cbstruction of Administering Agency: No
person shall willfully inpede or obstruct a
representative of an adm nistering agency in
the discharge of his official duties under
the provisions of this Code.

Operation without a Permt or License: No

person shall do any act or engage in any
activity for which a permt or license is
required by this Code unless first obtaining
such permt or |icense. The existence of

energency conditions my be a defense to
this provision.

Failure to Conply with Emergency Order: No
person shall fail or refuse to conply wth
an energency order of an admnistering
agency issued wunder Article 5 of this
Chapt er.

Failure to Conply with Permit or License:
No person shall fail to conply wth the
specified ternms or conditions of any permt
or license issued under this Code nor do any
act or engage in any activity or conduct
regulated by this Code wthout a wvalid
permit or license, nor continue activities
or conduct subject to any permt or license
whi ch has expired, been suspended or been
revoked under this Code.

Failure to Conply wth Regul ations: No
person shall do any act or engage in any
activity which is regulated by any Article,
Section or Chapter of this Code except as
aut hori zed and permtted under the Code, and
no person shall knowi ngly operate any
activity regulated by this Code in any
manner which does not conply wth the
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requi renents of t he condi tions and
regul ations specified in this Code.

F. Fal sification and M srepresentation: No
person shall falsify nor msrepresent any
fact, information, product or data provided,
required or submtted for any application
permt, license, inspection, examnation
i nvestigation, report, record, test or other
determ nati on required under this Code.

G | npr oper Di schar ges: No person shall cause
nor permt any wastewater or sewage to be
di scharged to or wupon the ground surface,
the ground water, or other natural water
course which creates or causes a health
hazard or unlawful pollution, and no person
shall cause nor permt any effluent from any
private sewage treatnent system to be so
di scharged, or to |eak, seep or otherw se
escape from the system such as to create or
cause a health hazard or unlawful pollution.

H. Failure to Repair or Correct: No person
shall fail or refuse to repair or correct
any defect, deficiency or other condition,
whet her natural or otherwise, in any private
sewage treatnment system which has caused, or
which the Director of the Johnson County
Envi ronmental Departnment or his designees

determine is |likely to -cause, Wi t hin
reasonabl e certainty, any inproper discharge
or ot her heal th hazard, unsani tary

condi tion, or unlawful pollution.

Penal ti es. Any violation of any provision or
requi renent of this Code or the conm ssion of any
unl awful act or conduct specified in this Article
shall be deenmed to be a Cass G infraction under
t he Johnson County, Kansas, Code of Regul ations
for Procedure and Enforcenent, and punishable
upon conviction by a fine of not Iless than
$100. 00 and not nore than $500. 00. Each day's
violation shall constitute a separate offense.
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Prosecuti on. The County Counselor shall prose-
cute violations of this Code in the nane of the
Board of County Comm ssioners of Johnson County,
Kansas. Prosecution shall be in accordance wth
the Johnson County, Kansas, Code for Procedure
and Enforcenent, Resolution No. 116-88, or any
anmendnments or subsequent enactnents, and shall be
commenced in the County Codes Section of the
District Court of Johnson County, Kansas, unless
a municipality adopting this Code provides
otherwise for the ©prosecution of violations
arising within its nunicipal jurisdiction.

In that event, the Cty Attorney of t he
muni ci pality adopting this Code may prosecute
violations of this Code in the name of the city
in the nmunicipal court of that city.

CHAPTER |

SEWAGE TREATMENT

ARTI CLE 1: GENERAL PROVI SI ONS

Purpose. Sewage is a potential source of disease
and a potential hazard to the health, safety and
wel fare of the public. It also poses a direct
t hr eat to the environnent as a potential
pollutant of the air, water and soil, and
presents a hazard to all fornms of plant and
animal life. It is the purpose of this Chapter
to provide mninum standards for the sanitary
di sposal of all sewage generated or transported
Wi thin Johnson County unless otherw se regul ated
by conpetent authority.

Scope. Al sewage nust be disposed of by the use
of a sanitary sewer system as defined in this
Article. A sanitary sewer system nmay be
classified as either a public sewage treatnent
systemor a private sewage treatnent system

Definitions. Unless the context requires or
specifies otherwise, the following words, terns
or phrases, as used in this Code, shall be given
t he neaning defined in this Section.

A. Absor ption System A private sewage
treatnment system for the treatnent of sewage
by means of a leaching field and adjacent
soil or by other neans of absorption into
t he ground.

B. Absorption Trenches: One or nore trenches
of varying length and depth and of fixed
hori zontal separation in which effluent is
percol ated into the soil.




Aerobi ¢ Sewage Treatnent System A private
sewage treatnent system enpl oyi ng biol ogica

action which is mintained by the addition
of air or oxygen.

Aqui fer: A subsurface water-bearing bed or
stratum of sand, gravel, or bedrock which
stores or transmits water in recoverable
guantities or is capable of yielding water
to, or transmtting water contam nants or
pollutants to, wells or springs.

Bedr ock: A soil hori zon which contains
greater than 50% consolidated material, by
vol ume.

Distribution Box: A watertight chanber
bel ow the outlet level of a septic tank or
treatnent unit and from which effluent
enters the absorption system

Installer: Any person duly licensed to con-
struct, install and/or repair private sewage
treatnment systens and to design conventiona

and shallow-in-ground systens that are
punped or gravity fed, as determ ned by the
adm ni steri ng agency.

Designer: Any person duly licensed to plan
or design private sewage treatnent systens,
including alternative systens, such as a
nmound, | ow pressure pipe, or at-grade
system as well as conventional systens.

Hol di ng Tank: A watertight receptacle for
the retention of sewage either before,
during or after treatnent.

M nor Repair: When used in reference to
private sewage treatnent systens, the term
"mnor repair" shall be defined as a

replacenment or repair of any solid pipe
conponent of the system or the replacenent
or repair of septic tank conponents such as
tees or baffles or such simlar type of work
as designated by the Director of the Johnson
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County  Environnental Depart nent or hi s
desi gnee.

K. Mound System An alternative above-ground
system used to absorb effluents from septic
tanks in cases where either seasonally high
wat er tabl e zones, hi gh bedr ock
considerations, slowy permeable soils, or
limted land areas prevent conventi onal
subsurface absorption systens.

L. | ndustrial and Conmercial On-Site Wastewater
System
Class A Used for or designated as having
the potential for the use or discharge of
i ndustrial or comrercial waste; or a Cass V
wel | used exclusively for donestic waste
which serves twenty (20) or nore fulltine
equi val ents per day. A fulltime equival ent
is a person who occupies a building during a
24-hour day.
Cl ass B: Used solely for donestic waste
| ocated at a conmercial or industrial site,
and determ ned not to have potential for the
di scharge of industrial or commercial waste.

M Private Sewage Treatnent System A sanitary
sewage system which retains sewage generated
by an individual establishment on the sane
premises as the establishnment and such
sewage i s either

(a) treated on site, or

(b) transported for treatnent at another
site by neans other than pipes or
conduits connected to a public sewage
t r eat nent system Nei t her treatnment
facilities operated under an NPDES, or
other state or federal permts, nor
hol di ng t anks serving commer ci al
retail or industrial establishnents are
included in this definition.

N. Public Sewage Treatnent System A sanitary
sewer system which <collects wuntreated or
partially treated sewage from individua
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establishnents or prem ses or recreationa
ar eas and transports It from t he
establishnment or prem ses by nmeans of pipes
or conduits to a plant or location for
treatnment, and which is available for use by
any person within the geographic area served
by such a system This includes, but is not
limted to:

(a) systens built, served, or operated by
public sewer districts and municipal
sewer systens;

(b) for regulatory purposes, holding tanks
serving comer ci al , retail or
i ndustrial establishnents; and

(c) systens which are privately owned and
operated but which are required to
obtain a permt under the National Pol-
| ut ant Di scharge Elimnation System
( NPDES) .

Sanitary D sposal Contractor: Any person
duly licensed to perform sanitary disposal
servi ces.

Soi | Mot tl es: Spots  or streaks  of
contrasting soil colors which indicate the
presence of a seasonal water table zone.

S. Structurally Significant Alteration: When
used in reference to private sewage
treatnment systens, the term "structurally
significant alteration" neans any of the
fol | ow ng:

1. Repl acenent, repair or extension of any
portion of the lateral field of the
system and/or

2. Repl acenent, repair or reconstruction
of any one or nore of the critical
parts of the system as designated by
the Director of the Johnson County
Envi r onnent al Depart nment or hi s
desi gnee; and/ or

3. Any repl acenent, repair or
reconstruction which upon review of the
adm nistering agency is determned to
be an essential repair in order to
correct or prevent an i mpr oper
di scharge or inmmnent health hazard or
unl awf ul pol | uti on.

T. Trunk Line: The solid pipe from which the
|aterals extend in a septic tank system

u. Wat er Table Zone: A zone in the soil which
is ei t her continually or seasonal |l y
saturated with water.

Rul es of Appli cati on. The requirenents
established by Chapter Il of the Johnson County
Environnental Sanitary Code shall apply and be
applicable to any and all Private Sewage

Treatnment Systens now or hereafter installed,
used or operated upon any property located within
Johnson County, Kansas subject to the provisions
of this Code, and shall apply for regulatory
pur poses to holding tanks as described in Section
3.N (b).

A. General Rul e: Unl ess ot herw se provided or
excepted in accordance with this Section,
from and after the effective date of the
Code, no person shall desi gn, install,




replace, alter, repair, use or operate, nor
cause or al | ow t he installation

repl acement, alteration, repair, use or
operation of any private sewage treatnent
system except as permtted under and as
whi ch conmplies with t he est abl i shed
requi rements of this Code.

Existing Systens Treating Donestic Waste
Any private sewage treatnent systemlawfully
installed prior to the effective date of
this Code and used exclusively for donmestic
sewage, and not industrial nor comercial
wastes, may remain in use if, and as |ong
as, it continues to operate in accordance
with the original design and | ocation, does
not experience any system failure, and does
not present any hazard to the public health,
safety or welfare; however, any replacenent,
alteration, enlargenent, repair, r enoval

conversion, inprovenment or denolition shall
conply with the requirenents of this Code or
any | ater anendnents, revisions or versions.

Exi sting Syst ens for | ndustri al and
Commercial On-Site Wast ewater Systens:

1. Di scharge of industrial or comrercial
waste to a soil absorption system is
prohi bited. Any such systens in effect
at the tine of passage of this code
shal | cease and desist immediately.

2. A sewage treatnent system lawfully
installed prior to the effective date
of this Code which is wused as an
industrial and/or comercial on-site
wast ewater system shall, wthin 120
days after the effective date of this
Code, apply for and obtain an
operations permt.

a. Thereafter, such systens which
have a valid Cass A permt as
defined in Section 3.L., above,
may continue in operation, subject
to annual I nspecti ons, for a
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period of twenty-four (24) nonths
if, and as long as, the system
operates in accordance with its
original design and |ocation and
does not experience any failure or
pose any hazard to the public
health, safety or welfare. Upon
expiration of the twenty-four (24)
month period, such private sewage

t r eat ment systens shall conply
with all other requirenments of
t hi s Code.

b. Thereafter, such systens which
have a valid Cass B permt as
defined in Section 3. L., above,

may continue in operation, subject
to annual inspections, for as |ong
as the system is used solely for

t he permtted pur poses and
satisfies all other requirenents
of this Code.

| ndustri al and/or  commerci al wast es
collected and retained on site wusing

underground holding tanks shall be
subject to all Kansas Departnent of
Health and Environnent perm t and
i nspection requirements, and  shal

conply with or satisfy all requirenents
and regul ati ons now  or hereafter
adopted by the Kansas Departnent of

Health and Environnent, pursuant to
Kansas Adm ni strative Regul ati ons,
Article 28.

Subsection 2. above shall also apply to
hol ding tanks as described in Section
3.N. (b).

Those syst ens whi ch are used
exclusively for donestic wastes may
remain in use, subject to at |east one

annual i nspection, as long as the

Existing Tracts and Lots of Record: The
owner of any land, which is a tract or |ot
of record on the effective date of this Code
but which does not contain sufficient size
or acreage to satisfy the mninmum lot size
requirements for any permt specified under
this Code, my apply for and receive a
permt under the applicable provisions of
this Chapter if:

(1) The tract or lot size is at |east one
(1) acre; and

(2) The installation and use of the system
shal | be exclusively for donestic
wastes and will comply wth all other
requi rements of this Code; and

(3) The lot is located in a plat which has
received final plat approval on or
before the effective date of this Code
or the lot or tract is not platted but
is duly recorded as a lot or tract of
record prior to the effective date of
this Code; and

(4) The lot or tract is not located within
t he boundaries of any sewer subdistrict
operated by the Johnson County Unified
Wast ewat er Districts or ot her
muni ci palities; and

(5) The application for a permt under this
exception IS filed W th t he
Envi ronnental Departnment on or before
Decenber 31, 1998.

From and after Decenber 31, 1998 all
applications for a permt for a system

treating donmestic wastes, including those
for existing lots and tracts of record,
shall conmply with the mninum |ot size

requi rement of two (2) acres.

Vari ances. Any person who owns a lot or tract of
| and which has been recorded or platted as a | ot
or tract of record prior to Cctober 27, 1994, may
apply for and receive a variance from the m ni num
ot size requirenents established by this Code
for the installation, use or operation of any
type of private sewage treatnment systemif, after
i nspection and evaluation, the code official of

the Johnson County Environnental Depart ment
determines, in coordination wth the Johnson
County Planning O fice, that the system can and
will conmply with al | ot her appl i cabl e

requirements of this Code and the applicable
zoni ng and subdivi sion regul ations of the County.
The Envi r onment al Depart ment shal | adopt
standards to apply in granting such vari ances.

Rul e Exceptions. The owner of any land or the
user of any on-site sewage treatnent system
regulated by this Chapter nmay apply for an
exception to any standard, specification, rule or
regul ation prescribed in this Chapter, which is
not ot herw se di scretionary, under t he
authorities granted to the Director of the
Envi ronmental Departnment or other admnistering
agency.

A. Appli cati on: Application for any rule
exception under this Section shall be filed
with the Drector of the Environnental
Departnment on approved and authorized forns
and shall contain the follow ng information:

1. The nane of the applicant;

2. The nanme of the property owner if
different than the applicant;

3. The address and |egal description of
t he property;

4. The zoning and |land use, existing and
proposed, for the property;

5. The expr ess rul e, regul ation or
requirenment for which exception is
sought ;
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6. A detailed description of the plan,
action, or other specification which is
proposed in alternative to the rule or
requi renent.

Appl i cati on Fee: There shall be and hereby
is inposed a fee of one hundred fifty
dol | ars ($150. 00) for and upon each
application for a rule exception filed under
this Section. The fee shall be charged and
paid for each separate tract, |ot or sub-
part of a tract or lot subject to the
application and for each rule, regulation or
requi renent for which exception is sought.

Report and Recommendati on: Upon recei pt of
any application for a rule exception under

this Secti on, t he Di rector of t he
Envi ronnent al Departnent or his designee
shal | evaluate the application and my

conduct such site inspections or other
investigations as he deens appropriate, and

may require, the applicant to submt
additional facts, information or tests as
may be reasonably necessary to render a
decision on the application. The Director

or his designee shall prepare a report and
recomendation on the application wthin
seven (7) days after recei pt of t he

application and of all required additional
i nformation. A copy of the report and
recommendat i on shal | be sent to t he

applicant, to any appropriate planning or
governnental body, to the Johnson County
Unified Wastewater Districts, and to any
ot her interested person or party.

Fi nal Deci si on: The report and fina
recommendation of the Director, or his
designee, shall be and beconme the final

decision on the application unless, wthin
fourteen (14) days after the date of the
report and final recomrendat i on, t he
applicant or other interested party or
governnental body requests in witing a
formal review of the application or final



reconmendati on. Any final decision of the
Director, or his designee, shall be issued
in the form of a witten admnistrative
order, and the order shall be certified and
recorded with the County Register of Deeds.

Revi ew Proceedi ng: Whenever a tinely
request for a review of any application or
final recoomendation is filed wth the
Director, a review proceeding shall be
conduct ed in accordance Wi th this
subsecti on.

1. Review of Design, Specifications or
St andar ds: If the application requests
an exception to any design criteria or
t echni cal specification or standard
required under this Article, then the
review shall be conducted by the Board
of Code Review for Johnson County. The
Board of Code Review shall hold its
nmeeting to consider the application or
recommendation wthin fourteen (14)
days after a request for review is
filed wwth the Director. Notice of the
nmeeting shall be provided in witing to
t he appl i cant, t he party seeki ng
review, the Director, and any other
i nterested person or governnental body.

2. Review of Land Use Considerations: | f
the application requests an exception
to any | and use consi derati on,
including but not limted to mninmm
lot sizing, then the review shall be
conducted by the Board of County
Commi ssi oners. A notice stating the

exception requested and the date, tine
and place of the review proceeding
shal |l be published by the applicant in
a newspaper of general circulation in
the area where the site is l|located at
| east seven (7) days, but not nore than
fourteen (14) days, prior to the
proceedi ng date. A copy of the notice
shall be nmailed by the applicant to the
owner of any property located wthin



1000 feet of the site location and to
any appropriate planning or governing
body at |east seven (7) days prior to
the date set for the review proceedi ng.

Standards for Review The report and
reconmendation of the Director, or his
desi gnee, shal | be gi ven substanti a

def erence upon any review, but the person
applying for any rule exception shall have

the responsibility, in all instances, to
denonstrate that the exception is justified
and necessary. No rule exception shall be

granted, weither by final decision of the
Director, or his designee, or upon any order
of a review proceeding unless it is found
and determ ned that:

1. The rule or requirenent for which an
exception is sought cannot practically
be met as applied to the property
Wi t hout extreme and undue hardship; and

2. The rule exception will not adversely
af f ect t he proper and efficient
oper ati on of t he private sewage
t r eat ment system nor require
extraordinary noni t ori ng, care or

mai nt enance; and

3. The system as proposed will conply with
all other applicable rules, regulations
or requirenents and will not cause nor

result in any identifiable risk to the
envi ronnent or public health.

Deci sion on Review The decision in any
review proceeding authorized in this Section
shall be issued, in witing, wthin seven
(7) days after conpletion of all review
pr oceedi ngs. A copy of the final decision
shall be certified and recorded with the
County Register of Deeds. Any final

decision on any application for a rule
exception under this Article shall be solely
wWithin the discretion of the Director or the
review ng board and shall not be subject to



review by nor overturned in any court or
other jurisdictional body in the absence of
denonstrated fraud or deliberate, capricious
action.

ARTI CLE 2: PUBLI C SEWAGE TREATMENT SYSTEMS

Regul ati on  of Muni ci pal or Public District

Systens. Any public sewage treatnent system
whi ch IS mai nt ai ned and oper at ed by a
muni ci pal ity, by a lawfully created public
sanitary sewer district, or by a lawfully

organi zed public inprovenent district authorized
under application of the Laws of the State of
Kansas or the United States and |ocated in whol e
or part wthin Johnson County, Kansas, shall be
built and operated only as pernitted by the rules
and regul ations of the Kansas State Departnent of
Health and Environnment and the United States
Environnental Protection Agency and shall conply
with and be governed by such Ilaws, rules,
regul ati ons and adm ni strative actions.

Privately Owmed NPDES Systens. Any sanitary
sewage treatnent system which is naintained and
operated by any private person, and not by an
authorized public entity, pursuant to a National
Pol lutant Discharge Elinmnation System (NPDES)
permt issued by any federal or state authority,
or which by law would be required to obtain such

permit, and which is located wthin Johnson
County, Kansas, shal | conply wth and be
regulated by the ternms and conditions of the
permt and al | rul es, regul ati ons and
requi renents inposed by the applicable federal or
state regulatory authority. Any system covered
by this Section shall operate wthin Johnson
County, Kansas, only pursuant to a valid and
effective NPDES permt, and no person shall

build, nmintain or operate any such system
wi thout a valid permt. Any such facility which
does not have a lawfully issued permt, or for
which the permt is suspended or revoked, may
then be regulated by the provisions of this Code
after consultation and in cooperation with the
Kansas Departnment of Health and Environnment.

Systenms Serving Commercial or |Industrial Users.
Every prem ses or property which is used as or
occupi ed by a commer ci al or i ndustri al
establishnment and which is not connected to a
public sewage treatnent system as identified by




Section 1 or Section 2 of this Article nust
install, use, and maintain a holding tank
facility, and no other type of on-site sewage
treatnment system for sewage treatnent (except as
provided in Section 4 of Article 1 of this
Chapter.) The holding tank facility shall neet
the specifications and requirenents of Article 8
of this Chapter.

A Prior to the installation of the holding
tank for such commercial or industrial waste
usage, the operator or property owner of the
prem ses or property which is licensed as a
Class A Industrial and Commercial On-Site
Wast ewat er System and which is not a Cass V
well, shall petition for and create an
aut hori zed regul atory sanitary sewer
district under t he jurisdiction and
authority of the Johnson County Unified
Wastewater Districts. Thereafter, in order
to mintain a valid permt, the use
mai nt enance, and operation shall conply with
and be regulated by the applicable rules,
regul ations, and requirenents of the Unified
Wastewater Districts, including its Sewer
Use Regulations or other such requirenents
contained in the agreenent.

B. Prior to the installation of the holding
tank for such commercial or industrial
usage, the operator or property owner of
prem ses or property which is licensed as a
Class B Industrial and Commercial On-Site
Wast ewat er System or the operator or
property owner of premses or property
which is properly licensed Cass V well, my
petition for and <create an authorized
regul atory sanitary sewer district as
provided for in Section A, above, and shal
thereafter, conply with and be regul ated by

the applicable rules, regul ati ons, and
requi rements  of the Unified Wastewater
Districts, i ncl udi ng its Sewer Use

Regul ations or ot her such requirenents
contained in the agreenent.



In the alternative, said prem ses or
property which has a valid Cass B permt as
defined in Section 3. L., above, may
continue in operation, subject to annual
i nspections, for as long as the system is
used solely for the permtted purposes and
satisfies all other requirenents of this
Code.

Private Sewage Treatnent Systens are
classified as being one of the follow ng systens:

Proper Maintenance and Operation. Al private
sewage treatnment systens shall conply wth

appl i cable provisions of K AR 28-5-6 and 28-5-
7, shall be maintained in good working condition
and shall not discharge onto the surface grade

or into the groundwater, or drain into any
stream or roadside ditch, or produce any
of fensive odors; or becone a breeding place for
flies, nosquitoes or rats and other disease

vectors. Surfacing of effluent in pools or
streamns or gr oundwat er cont am nation will
i ndi cate system failure. Whenever t he
adm ni stering agency shall find any private

sewage t r eat ment system mal functioning and
causi ng any prohibited condition, it shall order
the owner and/or user to correct the condition
within thirty (30) days.

Location of a Private Sewerage or Private Sewage
Treatnent System Wthin One Hundred (100) Feet of
Vel | . No portion of a private sewage treatnent
system shall be located within one hundred (100)
feet of a water well or a punp suction line from
a water well.

Connections to Public Sewage Treatnment Systens.
To the extent feasible, public sewage treatnent
systens shall be wused for the disposal of all
sewage W thin Johnson County, and no private

sewage treatnent system shall be permtted under
this Chapter whenever a public sewage treatnent
system is available to serve the property. Any
property served by a private sewage treatnent
system authorized wunder this Chapter shall
connect to a public system as provided in this
Secti on.

A. Exi sting Systens: After the effective date
of this Code, no permt for construction or
for a structurally significant alteration of
a private sewage treatnment system shall be
i ssued for any lot or tract of |land any part
of which is located within 200 feet of a
main or |ateral sewer line which is part of
a public sewage treatnent system which can
serve the lot or tract, and when it is
determined that connection to the public
system is feasible and reasonably avail able
to the property owner

B. New Systens: The use of any private sewage
treatment system for which a permt to
construct was issued after the effective
date of this Code shall be prohibited two
years after a main or |ateral sewer |ine
first becones available for service wthin
200 feet of the lot or tract served by the
private sewage treatnent system and when it
is determ ned that connection to the public
system is feasible and reasonably avail able
to the property owner.

C. Ext ensi ons or Wi vers: The requirenent for
connection to a public sewage treatnent
system for any particular tract or |ot may
be waived, or the tine extended, by official
action of the Board of County Comni ssioners,
or other applicable governing body, for
cause shown that the required connection
woul d result in undue hardship.

Repairs and Corrections. Any private sewage
treatnment system which, for any reason, does not
function properly as designed and pernmtted shal

be repl aced or repaired. Pl ans and
specifications for the replacenent or repairs




shal | be submtted to and reviewed by the

adm ni stering agency, and no repairs or
repl acenents, other than ordinary maintenance,
shal | be perforned w thout a permt and

i nspection as required under this Code.

ARTI CLE 4: REGULATI ONS FOR SEPTI C TANKS

Permts Required. It shall be unlawful for any
person, firm or corporation to erect, construct,
perform any structurally significant alteration,
renove, convert, or denolish any septic tank
system regulated by this Code, wthout first
obtaining a septic system permt fromthe Johnson
County Environnental Departnent. Permts issued
under this Article shall be subject to the
foll owi ng qualifications.

A. Property Use: Permts may be issued under
this Article only for single-famly
resi dences or duplexes, where each unit is
occupi ed as a residence and where each unit
shall be served by a separate septic tank
and system

B. M ni mum Lot Size: Unl ess a waiver or rule
exception is granted pursuant to Article 1
of this Chapter, a mninmnumlot or tract size

of two (2) acres per living unit shall be
required for any permt issued under this
Article.

C. Term and Renewal s: A permt issued under

this Article shall be valid for a period of
twelve (12) nonths following the date of

i ssuance unl ess a shorter peri od is
specified, and may be renewed by order of
t he Di rector of t he Envi r onnent al
Depart nent .

D. Transfer: A permt issued under this

Article shall not be transferable.

E. Standards: No permt shall be issued to any
person, property, or establishment which
does not conply wth and satisfy the
specified requirenents of all applicable
sections of this Article including any
applicable provisions of K AR 2856 and
28-5-7.

General System Requirenents. The system shall be

designed to consist of a building connection,
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Section 3.

treatment unit such as a septic tank, and
treatnment field. The system shall receive all
donmestic sewage including |aundry waste. Use of
a distribution box is optional. The design of
the system shall ensure that the wastes
discharged to the private sewage treatnent
systens:

(1) Do not contam nate any drinking water.

(2) Are not accessible to insects, rodents or
ot her possible carriers of disease which nay
come in contact wwth food or drinking water.

(3) Do not contami nate the waters of any bathing
beach or streans used as a water supply or
for recreational purposes.

(4) Do not surface above ground | evel.

(5 Are not a danger by being exposed and
accessible to animals or children.

(6) Do not give rise to a nuisance due to odor
or unsightly appearance.

Appli cation Procedure. The person applying for
the septic system permt shall first file an
application in witing on a form furnished for
that purpose by the Environmental Departnent.
The application shall

(1) Ildentify and describe the activity for which
per nm ssi on is request ed. (e.qg., con-
struction, repair, etc.)

(2) Identify the location of the activity for
which permission is requested by I|lega
description and street address.

(3) Indicate the type of establishnent which the
septic system wll service (e.g., single
famly residential, commercial, etc.).

(4) Be acconpanied by a request for a soil

profile analysis for each site location as
specified in, and to be perforned according
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Section 4.

(5) Be acconpanied by two (2) sets of plans and
specifications as defined in Section 4 of
this Article.

(6) Be acconpanied by a set of bui | di ng
bl ueprints, i ncl udi ng site el evati ons
(front, side and rear.)

(7) Be signed by the owner of the prem ses where
the activity is to be conducted, or his or
her duly authorized representative. The
representative nmay be required to submt
evi dence of such authority.

Pl ans and Speci fications. Pl ans and
speci fications, shall be drawn to scale, no
greater than one inch to fifty feet (1"-50"), and
shall include but not be limted to the follow ng

i nformati on:

(1) Location of the soil profile analysis sites
for the sewage treatnment system

(2) Size of | ot, di mensi ons, and relative
| ocation of structures.

(3) Proposed location of the sewage treatnent
syst em

(4) Proposed location of a replacenent area for
the sewage treatnent system consisting of
at |l east 5,000 square feet.

Retention of Plans: One set of approved plans
shal | be retained by the Johnson County
Environnental Departnment and one set of approved
pl ans shall be returned to the applicant.

| nspections Required for System Approval . No

septic tank or system shall be placed into
service and no occupancy permt may be issued to
any person for use of any establishnent to be
connected to such system until the system has
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been

i nspected and approved by the D rector of

t he Environmental Departnent or his designee.

Pre-conditions: No inspection or system
approval will be initiated until and unless
the applicant or property owner has fully
conplied with the permt and application
requi renents of Section 1 and Section 3 of
this Article. Any required permt nust be
posted and displayed at the property job
site.

The applicant or property owner  shal
provide a mninum of one working day's
notice to the Johnson County Environmental
Departnment to perform any required septic
system inspection.

d. | nspection of the surface grade
for the slope requirenents.

Construction Specifications. Plans for all
septic t anks shal | be subnitted to t he
Environnental Departnent for approval. Such

pl ans shall show all dinensions, reinforcenents,
structural calculations, and such other pertinent
data as may be required. Septic tanks shall be
constructed of sound durable materials, not
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subj ect to excessive corrosion or decay and shal

be watertight. Each such tank shall be
structurally desi gned to wi t hst and al
anticipated earth or other |oads and shall be

installed | evel and on a solid bed.

A. Tank Requirenents: Mul tiple conpartnents
are mandatory for all septic systens and
single conpartnments are not allowed. The
inlet conpartnent shall have a capacity of
not less than two-thirds of the tota
capacity. The access nanhole shall be

| ocat ed directly over the  conpartnent
divider to allow easy access for punping and

i nspecti on.

B. Dept h: The access manhole cover nust be
extended to the finished grade and shal
consist of a cast iron ring and lid, or
other material which neets with Departnent
approval .

C. Location: The location of the septic system

shall be such as to maintain not |ess than
the stated di stances as shown in Table 1:

St andard of Perfornmance. Every person |icensed
as a sanitary disposal contractor under this

A. Cleaning: A license holder, when cleaning a
septic tank, shall renove the liquid, sludge
and scum leaving no nore than three (3)
i nches depth of sewage.

B. Equi pnent: A license holder shall maintain
his equipnent so as to ensure that no
spillage of sewage wl| occur duri ng
transportation, and that his enployees are
not subjected to undue heal th hazards. All
sewage shall be transported in an encl osed

t ank.

C. Vehi cl es: Sewage shall be transported only
in vehicles approved for that purpose by the
Johnson County  Environnent al Depart nent.
Each such vehicle nust be inspected prior to
issuance or renewal of a license to a
Sanitary Disposal Contractor. The vehicle
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must be kept in good working condition and
both the nane of the Iicensee and the
Sanitary Disposal Contractor |icense nunber
shall be clearly displayed on both sides of
the vehicle in bold letters not less than
five inches high.

Di sposal and Reporting: A license hol der
shal |l dispose of the collected sewage only
at a site designated by the Johnson County
Environnental Departnent, and shall submt
to the Director, or his designee, not |ater
than the 10th day of each nonth, a report on
a form furnished by the Environnental
Depart nent stating the dates, sour ces,
vol une, and disposal site of each load or
partial |oad of sewage or waste transported
during the preceding calendar nonth. The
report form nust contain the signature of
the person submtting the report and nust
bear the signature or signatures of the
responsi ble person operating the disposal
site for each load or partial |oad received
at the site fromthe contractor

Experi ence: Prior to the issuance or
renewal of a license the applicant shall be
required to denonstrate adequate know edge
of the regulations pertaining to Sanitary
Di sposal Contractors. The adm nistering
authority may consider prior conduct of the
applicant in localities not subject to this
Code in the granting or renewal of a license

as well as any prior violations of this
Code.

The license holder shall conply wth any
appl i cabl e f ederal , state, and | oca
regulations or laws including, but not

limted to, those set forth now or hereafter
adopted in Standards for the Use or Disposa
of Sewage Sl udge, 40 C. F.R 503.

Li cense Revocation. A license nay be revoked for

failure to conply with this Code. The revocation
procedure shall conply wth the provisions of
Chapter | of this Code.

Li cense Required. No person shall conduct or
perform the services of designer for any private
sewage treatnent system regulated wunder this
Chapter or for other purposes of this Code,
unl ess that person holds a valid l|icense issued
by the Johnson County Environnental Departnent.
Enpl oyees of a validly licensed Designer are not
required to be separately 1licensed. A licensed
prof essi onal engi neer shall be deenmed |icensed
for the purposes of this Section.

Any |icense issued
under this Article shall be valid for a term of
two (2) years, running concurrently wth the
cal endar year, and shall expire on Decenber 31 of
each succeedi ng cal endar year. Any license issued
under this Article may be renewed, on or before
January 15 of any succeeding year. Applications
for licenses and renewals shall be filed on forns
supplied by the Johnson County Environnental
Depart nent . Al required license fees shall be
paid at the tinme of application for the |icense
or renewal, and no fee required under this Code
shall be prorated or refunded for any partial
termor part-year application.

Standard of Performance. Prior to the issuance
or renewal of a license under this Article, the
appl i cant shal | be required to denonstrate

adequat e know edge consistent with the provisions
of Section 3 of Article 10 of this Chapter.

Conti nuati on Training. Every person |icensed as
a Designer under the authority of this Article
must obtain a mnimum of three (3) hours of
approved continuation training each calendar
year, and no license issued under this Article
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wi || be renewed wthout subm ssion  of a
certification of the training to the Director of
the Environnmental Departnment. Any training shall
be consistent with the provisions of Section 4 of
Article 10 of this Chapter.

Li cense Revocati on. A license issued under this
Article may be revoked for any failure to conply
with this Code. The revocation procedure shall
comply with the provisions of Chapter | of this
Code.
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JOHNSON COUNTY ENVI RONVENTAL SANI TARY CODE

CHAPTER I I

SW MM NG POOLS

ARTI CLE 1: GENERAL PROVI SI ONS

Pur pose. The purpose of this chapter is to
protect, pronote, and preserve the public health,

safety and general welfare by providing for the
est abl i shnment and enf or cenent of m ni mum
standards for safety, cleanliness, and general

sanitation for all sw nmm ng pools, spa pools, and
public bathing places now in existence or

her eafter constructed or devel oped, and to
provide for inspection and licensing of all such

facilities.

Definitions: Unless the context requires or
specifies otherwise, the following words, terns
or phrases, as used in this Chapter, shall be

gi ven the neaning defined in the Section.

A. Bat her Load: The maxi mum nunber of persons
that may use the pool at one tine wthout
creating undue health or safety hazards.

B. Bath House: A structure which contains
dr essi ng roons, shower s, and toil et
facilities for use wth an adjacent public
pool, sem -public, spa pool, or public

bat hi ng pl ace.

C. Depart nent: The Johnson County
Environmental Departnment or its authorized
representative.

D. Director: The Director of the Johnson
County Environnental Department or his/her
aut hori zed representati ve.

E. Inlet: An opening or fitting through which
filtered water enters the pool.



Li censed Operator: Any person school ed and
certified in a training course in Sw nmng
pool operation by the Johnson County
Environnental Departnment or any equivalent
cour se approved by t he Di rector.
Certification is valid for three years.

Li f equard: A person schooled and certified
in a senior course of instruction in life
saving and water safety, equivalent to that
of fered by the American Red Cross.

Mai n Drain: The outlet or outlets at the
deep portion of the pool through which the
main flow of water |eaves the pool.

Overflow CGutter: A trough or gutter around
the inside of the perineter of the pool
walls with the overflow |ip effecting a
skimmng action to clean the pool water
sur face.

Pool Deck: The unobstructed area around the
outside of the pool «curb, diving boards,
and/ or pool slides.

Pool Dept h: The distance neasured from the
floor of the pool to either the m dpoint of
the vertical dinension of the skimrer box or
the lip of the overflow gutter.

Publi ¢ Pool : Any swinmm ng or wading pool
owned or operated by a city, county, state,
federal, or any other public agency or any
ot her swi nm ng or wading pool, other than a
private residential pool or sem-public

pool, operated by any person as defined
her ei n, whet her he be owner, | essee,
oper at or, | i censee, or concessi onaire,

regardl ess of whether or not a fee is
char ged.

Public Bathing Place: A body of water,
natural or nodified by nman, for sw nm ng,
diving, and recreational bathing, together
with adjacent shoreline or Jland area,
bui | di ngs, equi pnent and appurt enances
pertaining thereto, used by consent of the
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owner or owners and by being held out to the

public by an individual, group, firm
cor porati on, or gani zat i on, gover nnment al
agency, muni ci pal ity or political
subdi vision, irrespective of whether a fee

is charged for the use thereof. The bathing
wat er areas  of public bat hing pl aces
include, but are not Ilimted to, |akes,
ponds, rivers, st reans, and artificial
i npoundnent s.

Recirculating System The punp, piping, and
appurtenances provi ded for conveyi ng
swi mm ng pool water to, through, and from
the filter.

Seni - public Pool : Any swi mrming and wadi ng
pool serving a private club, notel, hotel,
apart nment bui | di ng, or any cooperative
living type project of three or nore |iving
units, the wuse of which is Ilimted to
menbers or residents and their guests.

SKki mer : A nechani cal device connected to
the recirculation piping which is used to
ski mthe pool surface.

Spa Pool s: A pool, not wused under nedi cal
supervi sion, that contains water of elevated
tenperature and incorporates a water jet
system an aeration system or a conbination
of the two systens.

Swimming Pool: A watertight basin, chanber,
or tank containing an artificial body of
water for swinmng, diving, or recreationa
bat hi ng.

Tur nover: The tinme required to recircul ate
the volunme of water the pool contains
through the filtration system and back to
t he pool .

Wadi ng Pool s: Any construct ed or
prefabricated public pool two (2) feet or
less in depth which is designed to be used
excl usi vely for wadi ng purposes.
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Gener al Requi renents. The nmonitoring and

i nspection of public or sem-public sw nmmng
pools, spa pools, or public bathing places is
considered by the Departnent to be significant in
prevention of disease, sanitary nuisances, and
accidents by which the health or |life of an
individual or individuals nay be threatened or
i mpai r ed.

No provision of this Code shall be deened to
require a construction change in any portion of
the facility regulated by this Code when such
facility was installed and is nmintained in
accordance with law in effect prior to the
effective date of this Code, except when any such
construction regulated by this Code is determ ned
by the Director to be in fact dangerous, unsafe,
unsanitary or a nuisance, and a nenace to life,
heal th or property.

Animals are prohibited in public or sem-public
sw mmng pools, spa pools, or public bathing
pl aces and on pool decks.

Any wat er discharged from any pool, or from any
portion of the recirculation system shall be
di sposed of through a sanitary sewer system
according to | aw.

Operating Permt. No person shall cause to be
operated, managed, or maintained, a public or
sem -public sw mring pool, spa pool, or public

bat hi ng pl ace, unless the facility holds a
current valid operating permt fromthe Director
Operating permts are not transferable.

Perm t applications for publ i c, sem -public
pool s, pool spas, or public bathing places shal
be submtted no later than April 1st of each year
and shall be in effect for one (1) year follow ng
the date of issuance. A pool or public bathing
place permt fee shall be paid to the Johnson
County Environnmental Departnment to help defray
the cost of administration and servi ce.

The Director shall issue an operating permt for
a public or sem-public swiming pool, spa pool
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or public bathing place which conplies with the
provi sions of this Code.

| nspecti ons, QOper at i onal Requi renment s and
Vi ol ati ons. The Departnment is authorized to
conduct such inspections as it deens necessary to
determ ne conpliance with all provisions of these
rules and shall have the right to enter the poo
or public bathing place facilities at any
reasonabl e hour for this purpose.

A. Equi pnent : Al itenms of equipnent designed
for recirculation, filtration, disinfection,
and pool water treatnent shall be in good
repair at all tinmes and shall be properly
mai ntained to perform the functions of the
units and protect the sw ming pool water
from contam nati on.

B. Water Quality: The pool water |evel shall
be maintained at an elevation suitable for
continuous skimmng flow into the surface
overflow system wthout flooding during
gui escence. Chem cal, bacteriological, and
physical water quality in the pool shall
meet the m ni num standards set forth by this
Code.

C. Posted d osing: Any public or sem -public
pool or spa pool can be imediately posted
closed by the Departnent as not being in
conpliance with this Code whenever any of
the follow ng conditions occur:

1. The free active chlorine residual in
the pool water is less than one (1)
part per mllion or the brom ne
residual is less than two (2) parts per
mllion.

2. The pH of the pool water is bel ow seven
point two (7.2) or above eight point
zero (8.0).

3. The clarity of the pool water is such

that the main drain grate is not
readily visible fromthe pool deck or a
bl ack disc six (6) inches in dianeter



placed at the deepest point is not
clearly visible from the deck of the
pool .

The recirculation system or the pool
di si nfection f eedi ng equi pnent is
m ssing or not functioning.

Any other conditions exist which my

endanger the health, safety, or welfare
of the persons using the pool.
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ARTI CLE 2. PLAN APPROVAL

Pl an Requirenent. No person shall construct,
install, extend, alter, or nmodify a public or
sem -public sw mring pool, spa pool, or public

bat hi ng pl ace unl ess the plans and specifications
for such work have been submtted to and approved
by the Departnent.

Appli cati on. Application for approval of such
pl ans and specifications shall be nade on forns
to be provided by the Director and shall be
acconpanied by duplicate sets of plans and
specifications fully describing the proposed
sSwi mm ng pool or extension or alteration.

Speci fi cations. Pl ans shall be drawn to scale,
be a mninum size of eighteen (18) by twenty-four
(24) inches and a maxi num size of thirty-six (36)
by forty-two (42) inches, and be acconpani ed by

all specifications to clearly illustrate what is
to be constructed. These plans shall include:
a. Plan and sectional view dinensions of both

the pool and the area enclosed by the
barrier fence, to include the bathhouse and
t he equi pnent room

b. Specifications and |ayout of all treatnent
equi pment used.

cC. One piping schematic show ng piping, pipe

size, inlets, min drains, skimer, gutter
outlets, vacuum fittings, and all other
appurtenances connected to the pool piping
system

d. Layout of the chem cal storage room

e. Specifications for the water supply and
wast ewat er di sposal systens. Thi s incl udes
aspects such as well location and backwash

wat er di sposal where applicable.

f. Pl ans nust bear the seal and signature of a
i censed professional engineer or architect
registered to practice in Kansas. They
shal | certify that al | building plan
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requirements and standards have been net.
They shall also certify that the licensed
pr of essi onal engi neer or ar chi tect has
conpleted a final inspection.

Approval . The Director shall approve the plans
and specifications only if they conply wth the
standards of construction, design, and equi pnent
as required by this Code. The Director shall
retain one (D) set of t he pl ans and
specifications and shall return the other set to
t he applicant. Upon conpletion of construction,
the contractor and/or owner shall notify the
Director for a final inspection. At or prior to
the tinme of the final inspection, the contractor
shal |l furnish the Departnent and the owner with a
conpl ete set of draw ngs, which show, as built,
the location of all pipes and the connections of
al | equi pnment.

Terns and Modifications. If construction is not
comrenced within one (1) year from the date of
approval, the approval shall be void. Any

nodi fications of the plan review requirenents
nmust be approved in witing by the Director.
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ARTI CLE 3. CONSTRUCTI ON SPECI FI CATI ONS

Material s. Swi nm ng pools and all appurtenances
thereto shall be constructed of materials which
are inert, nontoxic, inpervious, permnent, and
enduri ng; whi ch can wi t hst and t he desi gn
stresses; which will provide a tight tank with a
snooth and easily cleaned surface, or to which a
snooth, easily cleaned surface finish can be
appl i ed.

Sand, clay, or earthen bottons are not permtted
in swinmmng pool construction.

Swi nming pool finish, including bottons and
si des, must be of white or Ilight <colored
materials, with a snmooth finished surface.

Dept h Markings and Lines. Depth of water shall
be plainly marked with nunerals or letters at
| east four (4) inches high on the vertical wal

of the swinmng pool; on the edge of the deck or
wal k next to the swinmng pool at naxinmum and
mnimum points; and at the points of break
bet ween the deep and shall ow portions. The depth
in the diving areas will be appropriately marked.

Wien provided, the I|ifeline shall be securely
fastened to wall anchors. Wall anchors shall be
of corrosive-resistant materials and shall be
recessed or have no projections which constitute
saf ety hazards when the lifeline is renoved. It
shall be marked wth visible floats at not
greater than seven foot intervals. The I|ine

shall be of sufficient size and strength to offer
a good handhold and to support I|oads nornmally
i nposed by bat hers.

Inlets and Qutlets. Inlets and outlets for all
swi mm ng pools regulated by this Chapter shall be
desi gned and constructed in accordance with this
section.

A Qutlets. All  swimmng pools shall be
provided with an outlet at the deepest point
to permt the pool to be conpletely and
easily enptied. QOpenings nust be covered by
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pr oper grating whi ch IS not readily

renmovabl e by bathers. Pool s shall not be
operated with broken, damaged, or m ssing
drain covers. Qutlet openings of the

grating in the floor of the pool shall be at
|l east four (4) tinmes the area of discharge
pi pe. The mnimum width of grate shall be
one-half (1/2) inch, and the nmaximum not
nore than one (1) inch.

In swimmng pools with deep water at or near
one end, nultiple outlets shall be provided
where the width of the pool is nore than
thirty (30) feet. In such cases, outlets
shall be spaced not nore than thirty (30)
feet apart, with the outernost outlets not
nore than fifteen (15) feet from side walls.

B. Drain devices. Devi ces wused for draining
swi mm ng pools shall be sized to prevent the
surchargi ng of the sanitary sewer.

C. Inlets. Inlets for fresh and/or re-purified
water shall be located to produce uniform
circulation of water and to facilitate the
mai nt enance of a uni form disinfectant
resi dual throughout the entire sw nmm ng pool
Wi t hout existence of dead spots. Wer e
water from the public water system is added
to the pool, cross-connections between the
public water system and the pool water shall
be prohibited. Inlets shall be placed
around the pool perineters so that anple
recircul ation of fresh water is assured.

Each inlet shall be designed to permt
adjustnment of water volune to obtain the
best circul ation.

Fl oor Sl ope. The slopes at the bottom of any

portion of the swi nm ng pool having a water depth
of less than five (5) feet shall not be nore than
one (1) foot in ten (10) feet and said slope
shall be wuniform In portions with a depth of
greater than five (5) feet, the slope shall not
exceed one (1) foot in three (3) feet.
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Section 6.

Side Walls. Walls of a swinmng pool shall be
either (a) vertical for water depths up to at
least six (6) feet; or (b) vertical for a
distance of at least three (3) feet below the
wat er |evel, below which the wall nay be curved
to the bottom with a radius equal to the
difference between the depth at that point and
the depth at the vertical sidewall, provided that
the vertical is interrupted to permt slopes not
greater than one (1) foot horizontally for each
five (5) feet of depth of sidewall eleven (11)
degrees fromverti cal

Safety | edges, when provided on vertical walls in
the deep portion of the swi nmng pool, shall not
be nmore than six (6) inches w de, shall be at
| east four (4) feet below the water surface, and
shall slope one-half (1/2) inch in six (6) inches
toward t he pool.

Overflow GCutters. Overflow gutters shall be
required on all swimmng pools having a surface
area of nore than 1,600 square feet. Pool s
having a surface area of l|ess than 1,600 square
feet shall be provided either wth overflow
gutters or skimrers.

A. Qutters: Overflow gutters shall extend
conpletely around the sw mm ng pool, except
at steps or recessed |adders. The overfl ow
gutter shall also serve as a handhold. This

gutter shall be capable of continuously
removing 50% or nore of the recircul ated
water and returning it to the filter. Al

overflow gutters shall be connected to the
recirculation system through a properly
desi gned surge tank. The gqgutter, drains,
and return piping to the surge tank shall be
designed to rapidly renove overflow water
caused by recirculation displacenent, wave
action, or other causes produced from the
maxi mum pool bathing |oad. The opening into
the gutter beneath the coping shall be not
|l ess than three (3) inches wide with a depth
of at least three (3) inches. VWhere | arge
gutters are used, they shall be designed to
prevent entrance or entrapnent of bathers
arns or |egs. The overflow edge or lip



shall be rounded and not thicker than two
and one half (2-1/2) inches for the top two

(2) inches. The overflow outlets shall be
provided with outlet pipes which shall in
any case be at least two (2) inches in
di aneter. The outlet fittings shall have a

clear opening in the grating at |east equa
to one and one-half (1-1/2) times the cross-
sectional area of the outlet pipe.

B. Ski mer s: Skimrers are permtted on public
swming pools with not nore than 1,600
square feet of wat er ar ea, provi di ng
approved handhol ds are installed and
sufficient notion to the pool water is
i nduced by the pressure return inlets. At

| east one skinmng device shall be provided
for each 500 square feet of water surface
area or fraction thereof. \Were two or nore

skimmers are required, they shall be so
|located as to nmnimze interference wth
each ot her. The handhol ds nust be no nore

than nine (9) inches above the nornmal water
l'ine. Ski nm ng devices shall be built into
the pool wall and shall neet the follow ng
general specifications:

(1) The skimmer weir shall be automatically
adjustable and shall operate freely
wi th continuous action to variations in
water |evel over a range of at |east
four (4) inches. The weir shal
operate at all flow variations.

(2) An easily renovable and cleanable
basket or screen through which all
overflow water nust pass shall be
provided to trap |arge solids.

(3) The  skimrer shal | be of st urdy,
corrosion-resistant nmaterials.

(4) The skinmmrer weir and basket shall be
mai ntained in a clean and sanitary
condi ti on.

Section 7. Dept h. The mnimum depth of water in the

swi mm ng pool shall be three (3) feet.
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Ladders, Recessed Treads, and Stairs. Steps or
| adders shall be provided at the shallow end of
t he pool. Recessed steps or |adders shall be
provided at the deep portion of the sw mmng
pool; and, if the pool is nore than thirty (30)
feet wde, such steps or |adders shall be
installed on each side.

A. Steps: Steps leading into the sw nmmng pool
shall be of nonslip design, have a m ninmm
tread length of twenty-four (24) inches, a
mnimumtread width of twelve (12) inches, a
maxi mumrise or height of ten (10) inches.

B. Ladders: Swimming pool |adders shall be
corrosion-resistant and shall be equipped
with nonslip treads. Al | adders shall be
designed to provide a handhold and shall be
rigidly installed. There shall be a
cl earance of not nore than five (5) inches
nor less than three (3) inches between any
| adder and the pool wall. If steps are
inserted in the walls or if step-holes are
provi ded, they shall be of such design that
they may be cleaned readily and shall be
arranged to drain into the pool to prevent
the accunul ation of dirt thereon. Stepholes
shall have a mininumtread wdth of five (5)
inches and a mninmum length of twelve (12)
i nches.

C. Handrail s: Where steps, st ephol es, or
| adders are provided wthin the sw mmng
pool, there shall be a handrail at the top
of both sides thereof, extending over the
copi ng or edge of the deck.

D. Di ving Boards: Supports, platfornms and
steps for diving boards shall be of
substantial construction and of sufficient
structural strength to safely <carry the

maxi mum anti ci pated | oads. Steps shall be
of corrosion-resistant mat eri al , easily
cl eanabl e, and of non-slip desi gn.

Handrails shall be provided at all steps and
| adders leading to diving boards nore than
one (1) neter above the water, except those
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Section 10.

set at fifteen (15) degrees or nore fromthe
vertical. Platforns and diving boards which
are over one (1) meter high shall be
protected with guard railings.

Decks and Wal kways. A continuous deck at | east

five (5) feet (and preferably eight [8] or nore
feet) wide shall extend conpletely around the
SW nm ng pool . The deck shall be sloped away
from the pool to drain at a grade of one-fourth
(1/4) inch to three-eighths (3/8) inch per linea

foot and shall have a non-slip surface. Deck
dr ai ns shal | not be connect ed to t he
recircul ati on system

Decks shall be maintained in a sanitary condition
and free fromlitter. Carpeting, if used, should
not be installed within eight (8) feet of the
pool and shall be wet vacuuned frequently so as
to keep it clean and free of accunulated
noi st ure.

Encl osures. Al outdoor sw nmm ng and wadi ng pool

areas shall be enclosed by a protective wall,
fence, or other effective barrier. The entire
barrier shall be at Ileast five (5) feet in
hei ght .

Each entrance shall be equipped with a door or
gate that is self-closing and self-latching with
har dwar e provi ded for padl ocki ng.
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ARTI CLE 4. WATER QUALI TY

Di si nfectant Resi dual . Chl orine residual shall
be maintained between one (1) part per mllion
and three (3) parts per mllion as free avail abl e
chl ori ne.

Brom ne residual shall be maintai ned between two
(2) parts per mllion and five (5) parts per
mllion as free avail abl e bron ne.

pH Control. The pH of the pool water shall be
mai ntained in a range of seven point two (7.2) to
ei ght point zero (8.0). The Departnent may all ow
the maintenance of a higher pH in conjunction
with maintenance  of a higher di si nf ect ant
residual in special cases where corrosive water
supplies dictate the need for such neasures for
protection of equipnent.

Turbidity. The pool water shall be sufficiently
clear so that the main drain is readily visible
fromthe pool deck or a black disc six (6) inches
in dianeter placed at the deepest point is
clearly visible fromthe deck of the pool.

Bacteriological Quality. Wen there is reason to
believe that the pool water poses a potential
heal th hazard, water sanples for bacteriol ogica

anal ysis shall be taken to ascertain the sanitary
quality of the pool water and to aid in proper
control.

ARTI CLE 5. RECI RCULATI ON SYSTEMs

General Requirenents. A recirculation system
consisting of punps, piping, filters, water
conditioning and disinfection equipnent, and
ot her accessory equipnent, shall be provided.
This recirculation system nust clarify and
disinfect the swimm ng pool volune of water in
eight (8) hours or less, thus providing a m ninmm
turnover of at least three (3) tines in twenty-
four (24) hours, except that the recirculation
rate shall be increased to provide a six-(6) hour
turnover for swinmng pools subjected to heavy
bather |loads as determned by the Departnent.
The recirculation equipnment shall be operated
continually except for periods  of routine
mai nt enance.

Pi pes. Piping shall be of nontoxic material,
resistant to corrosion, and able to wthstand
operating pressures. Pipes shall be identified

by a col or code or tags.

Strainer. The recirculation system shall include
a strainer to prevent hair, lint, etc., from
reaching the punp. Strainers shall be corrosion
resistant with openings not nore than one-eighth
(1/8) inch in size providing a free flow area of

at least four (4) times the area of punp suction
line and shall be readily accessible for frequent

cl eani ng. Strainers shall be mintained in a
clean and sanitary condition at all tines.

Cl eaning Systens. A vacuum cl eani ng system shal
be provided. Vacuum fittings shall be nounted
approxi mately twelve (12) inches below the lip of
the gutter, flush wth the pool walls, and shal
be provided with plugs or covers which shall be
in place at all times when the pool is not being
vacuumned.

Fl ow 1ndicating. A rate of flow indicator,
reading in gallons per mnute, shall be installed
and | ocated so that the rate of recirculation and
backwash wi Il be i ndicated. The indi cator shal

be capable of neasuring flows from a few gallons
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per mnute up to at |east one and one half (1-
1/2) tinmes the design flow rate.

Punps. Punps shall be of adequate capacity to
provide the required nunmber of turnovers of
swi mmi ng pool, spa pool, or wading pool water as
specified in Section 5(1), Section 19(1), and
Section 8(3) of this Chapter. The punp or punps
shall be capable of providing the flow adequate
for the backwashing of filters.

Heater. Pools equi pped with heaters shall have a

fixed t her nonet er nount ed in t he pool
recirculation line downstream from the heater
outl et . Ther nometers mounted on heater outlets

do not neet this requirenent.



ARTI CLE 6. FILTERS

Section 1. Rapid Sand Type Filters. Rapid sand filters
shall neet the specifications prescribed in this
section.

A Desi gn Rate: Rapid sand filters shall be
designed for a filter rate not to exceed
three (3) gallons per mnute per square foot
of bed area neeting the design rate of flow
requi red by the prescribed turnover.

B. Pressure Gauges: The filter system shall be
provided with influent and effluent pressure
gauges to indicate the condition of the
filters. Al so, air-relief valves shall be
provided at or near the high point of the
filter or piping system

C. Piping: The filter system shall be designed
wth necessary valves and piping which
permt the follow ng requirenents:

(1) The system shall have filtering to the
SwW nm ng pool

(2) The system shall have i ndi vi dua
backwashing of filters to waste at a
rate of not less than fifteen (15)
gallons per mnute per square foot of
filter area.

(3) The system shall be able to be
throttled to ensure that the backwash
rate is not greatly exceeded.

(4) Rapid sand filters' backwash water nust
di scharge to the sanitary sewer.

(5) Isolation of individual filters for
repairs while other units are in
service shall be required.

(6) The system shall be capable of conplete
drai nage of all parts of the system
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(7) Necessary nmaintenance, operation and
i nspection shall be provided in a
conveni ent manner.

D. Access: Each pressure type filter tank
shall be provided with an access openi ng of
not |l ess than a standard el even (11)-inch by
fifteen (15)-inch manhol e and cover.

E. Mat eri al s: On pressure type filters, the
tank and its integral parts shall be
constructed of substantial material capable
of wi t hst andi ng cont i nuous anti ci pat ed
usage.

Hi-rate Sand Type Filters. Hi-rate sand type

filters shall neet the specifications prescribed
in this Section.

Rat e: H-rate sand filters shall be
designed for a filter rate not to exceed
fifteen (15) gallons per mnute per square
foot of bed area with sufficient area to
neet the design rate of flow required by the
prescri bed turnover.

Install ation: The filter tank and al
conponents shall be installed in conpliance
with the manufacturers' recomendati ons.

Rel i ef Val ve: An air-relief valve shall be
provided at or near the high point of the
filter or piping system

Pressure Gauges: The filter system shall be
provided with influent and effluent pressure
gauges as are required to indicate the
condition of the filter.

Backwash: The filter system shall have
i ndi vi dual backwashing of filters to waste
at a rate of not less than fifteen (15)
gallons per mnute per square foot of
surface area.

Pi pi ng: The punping and piping arrangenent
shall be able to be throttled to ensure that
t he backwash rate is not greatly exceeded.
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G Di schar ge: Hi-rate sand filter backwash
wat er nust discharge to the sanitary sewer.

Di at omaceous Earth Type Filters. Al
di at omaceous earth type filters, whether of the
vacuum or pressure type, shall neet the design
punp capacity as required by Article 5, Section
1, of this Chapter and the specifications
prescribed in this Section.

A. Design Rate: The design rate of filtration
shall not be greater than two (2) gallons
per mnute per square foot of effective
filtering surface w thout continuous feed,
and not greater than two and one half (2
1/2) gallons per mnute per square foot with
conti nuous feed.

B. Filter Area: Filtering area, where fabric
is used, shall be determ ned on the basis of
effective filtering surface, W th no

al l omances for areas of inpaired filtration,
such as broad supports, folds, or portions
whi ch may bri dge.

C. Materi al s: The filter and all conponent
parts shall be of such materials, design,
and construction as to wthstand nornmal
cont i nuous use wi t hout si gni fi cant

deformation, deterioration, corrosion, or
wear which could adversely affect filter
operati ons.

D. Pre-coating: A suitable pre-coating device,
equi pped with a water supply delivered
through an approved air gap, shall be
provi ded, and the filter shall be so

desi gned and constructed, or provision mde,
to preclude the introduction of appreciable
quantities of filter-aid 1into the pool
during pre-coating operations.

E. Tank: The tank containing the filter
elements shall be constructed of steel,
plastic or other suitable material, which
will satisfactorily provide resistance to
corrosion, wth or wthout coating. The
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septa, or elenents which support the filter-
ai d, shal | be of corrosi on-resistant
material. The septa shall be constructed to
be resistant to rupture under conditions of
the maximum differential pressure between
i nfluent and effluent which can be devel oped
by the circulating punp and of adequate
strength to resist any additional stresses
devel oped by the cleaning operation.

Mai nt enance: The filters shall be designed
in such a manner that they may be easily
di sassenbl ed, with allowances rmade for
adequat e wor ki ng space above and around the
filter to allow the renoval and repl acenent
of any part and to allow for proper
mai nt enance.

Gauges: The filter system shall be provided
with such pressure, vacuum or conpound
gauges as are required to indicate the
condition of the filter. In vacuumtype
filter installations where the circulating
punmp is two (2) horsepower or higher, an
adj ustable high vacuum automatic shut-off
shall be provided to prevent damage to the
punp. Also, air-relief wvalves shall be
provided at or near the high point of the
pi pi ng system

Cl eani ng: All filters shall be easily
cl eanabl e, and provision shall be made for
conpletely and rapidly draining the filter.

Di schar ge: Di at omaceous earth filter
backwash wat er must di scharge to the
sanitary sewer system through a separation
t ank. The separation tank nust have a
vi si bl e precautionary statenent warning the
user not to start up the filter punp without
first opening the air rel ease.

Monitoring: Al types of filters nust have
a visible means of observing the discharge
backwash water in order to determne if the
filter cells are relatively clean.
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ARTI CLE 7. DI SI NFECTANT AND CHEM CAL FEEDERS

General Requirenents. The swi nm ng pool shall be
equi pped with a chlorinator, hypochlorinator,
brom nat or, or other disinfectant feeder or
feeders which neet the foll ow ng requirenents:

Chl ori ne Gas. When conpressed chlorine gas is
used, the followng additional features shall be
provi ded:

(1) The chlorine and <chlorinating equipnent

shall be in a separate, enclosed well-
ventilated area. Such area shall not be
bel ow ground |evel; and when tightly
enclosed in a room it shall be provided

wth vents near the floor which term nate at
a suitable location out-of-doors and shall
be so located as not to contamnate air
inlets to any buildings or areas used by

peopl e.

Val ve
protection hoods shall be kept in place
except when the cylinder is connected.

The chlorine feeding device shall be
designed so that, during accidents or
interruptions of the water supply, |eaking
chlorine gas will be conducted to the out-
of -doors.

The chlorinator shall be a solution feed,
capable of delivering chlorine at its
maxi mum rate w thout releasing chlorine gas
to the atnosphere.

The chlorinator shall be designed to prevent
the backflow of water into the chlorine
sol ution contai ner.

A bottle of concentrated anmoni um hydroxi de
(approximately 28 to 30 percent) shall be
avai |l abl e for chlorine | eak detection.

A gas mask or self-contained breathing
appar atus, approved for use in chlorine gas
contam nated air, shall be provided and
shall be located out of the area of possible
cont am nati on

Installation of chlorinator equipnment, and
the operation thereof, shall be carried out
under t he super vi si on of per sonnel
experienced with installation and operation
of such equi pnment .

The Johnson County Environnmental Departnent

shall be notified immediately of any escape
of chlorine gas.
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O her  Met hod. Bactericidal agents, other than

chlorine, and their feeding apparatus shall be
acceptable if approved by the D rector.

Hypochl ori nators or other adjustable output rate
chem cal feeding equipnment shall be capable of
permanently and precisely feeding the required
gquantity of disinfecting agent to the pool water.

Equi pnent and piping wused to apply other
chemcals to the water shall be of such size,
design, and material that they may be cl eaned and
will be free from clogging. Al nmaterial used
for such equi pnent and piping shall be resistant
to the action of chemicals to be used therein.

ARTI CLE 20. PUBLI C BATHI NG PLACES

Permt Required. Approval for the devel opnent of
a public bathing place and a permt to operate a
public bathing place shall be obtained from the
Johnson County Environnmental Departnent.

Sanitary Conditions. The bathing area shall be
free of sludge deposits, solid refuse, floating
waste solids, oils, grease, scum and any other
physi cal or chem cal hazards that may be
dangerous to the health and welfare of the
bat her .

Water Quality. The fecal coliform content of the
wat er shall not exceed a geonetric nean of 200
col onies per 100 ni. The cal culation shall be
based on not less than five (5) sanples taken
during five (5) separate 24-hour periods, during
not nore than a 30-day period.

Safety. The wadi ng, swinmmng, and diving areas
shall be separated by |lines securely anchored and
buoyed. Wthin these bathing areas there shall

be no boating, underwater obstructions, or other
hazards which nmay be dangerous or injurious to
SW mmer s. Signs shall be provided on the beach
describing such markers and stating that they
indicate the limts of safe bathing.

Diving Area. The design and |ayout of the diving
facilities and associated depths shall be in
accordance with Article 10 of this Chapter.

Facilities. Bat her preparation facilities shall
be provided unless the public bathing place is
intended to serve a residential devel opnent
| ocated around the | ake. Bat hhouses shall be
designed in accordance with the requirenents of
Article 13 of this Chapter. The bathhouse shal
be kept clean and free of debris at all tines.

O her Requi renents. The st andar ds for
supervision, |ifesaving equipnment, and first aid
equi pnent, outlined in Article 14 through 16 of
this Chapter shall be applied to public bathing
pl aces.
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
